ADDRESS OF 


MAYOR PATRICK J. MOORE 
TO THE 
Pittsfield City Council. 
MONDAY, JANUARY 5 
1914 


Gentlemen of the City Council:— 


Again I have been elected by the citizens of Pittsfield to the 
office of mayor of the city and I want to express upon this oc- 
casion my heartfelt thanks for the honor. It becomes my duty 
to give an account of some of the things that have been done 
by our city government during the year 1913, and to recom- - 
mend to the city council of the current year such matters as I 
deem advisable. It is a necessary part of the mayor’s duty to 
make a statement at the beginning of the year, defining his 
policy for the future. Now, gentlemen, without your coopera- 
tion in carrying on the city government, very little can be ac- 
complished. "Therefore, I call on you to exert yourselves to 
the best of your abilities and to cooperate with me and each 
other to work for the best interests of the city. You know that 
money annually expended is raised by taxation and while we 
should not follow a niggardly policy, we should see to it that all 
expenses are kept within the appropriations. You know that 
efficiency is the test of good government and this can be ac- 
complished only by hard work and faithful attention to duty. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


As near as may be approximated at this time our financial 
condition is as follows:— 
Water debt ' $1,428,000 00 
Sewer debt 464,500 00 


School debt 499,000 00 
Paving debt 40,000 00 
Permanent improvement debt 43,000 00 
Voting machine debt 10,000 00 
Columbus Avenue paving debt 18,700 00 
Cheshire and Richmond Road debt 28,000 00 
Wahconah Street improvement debt 40,000 00 
City debt for 1913 36,500 00 
Total debt $2,607,700 00 


The city debt shows an increase over 1912, but if you will 
examine the cause of it, you will find that the city has received 
adequate value in return. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


During the past year we have made many improvements. 
. We have expended a great deal of money for those improve- 
ments, but we have something to show in return. We have 
paved Columbus avenue, Kellogg street and Wahconah street 
at a cost approximately of $92,789. We have expended $28,000 
in macadamizing and fixing up the Cheshire and Richmond 
roads. We have expended $12,000 on the new bridge on Ly- 
man street, and we have also contracted to build a new bridge 
on Merriam street. We have expended twice as much money 
for sidewalks in 1913 as has ever been expended in the history 
of this city, and we have doubled our appropriation for keeping 
our highways in repair. We have completed the Crane school 
and we have begun the Pomeroy school, the building and lot 
to cost $130,000. We have tried to meet the demands of a 
fast-growing city. We have done the best we could under 
the circumstances and we trust that we can do better in the 
future. | 


SIDEWALKS. 


I want to call your attention to the question of new side- 
walks in the City of Pittsfield. It is evident to our citizens that 
Pittsfield is in want of a great many sidewalks in different parts 
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of the city. There is a constant cry from our citizens that we 
concentrate our efforts on new sidewalks for the present; that 
we take into account the outlying portions of the city and meet 
the wants of the property holders and build at least a sidewalk 
on one side of every street. I believe that we should consider 
this sidewalk question very carefully and if the city cannot 
build sufficient sidewalks, that some be let out by contract. 
I would recommend that $100,000 be raised and appropriated 
to build sidewalks this year. The law obliges abutters to pay 
half the cost of building sidewalks and it seems to me, under the 
circumstances, that no time should be wasted but that work be 
started as soon as possible to provide a sidewalk on every street 
in the city where it is necessary or required. 


STREETS. 


In regard to streets, we have begun a new policy and I trust 
we will continue that policy to see that a certain portion of our 
streets are paved every year. The streets of our city are in de- 
plorable condition and it is about time that we take heed of the 
criticism of the public. Last year I recommended that the city 
borrow $300,000 to pave our streets. This year I renew that 
recommendation. Time is money and we should strain every 
nerve to accomplish this work. Our streets should be put in 
first class condition as quickly as possible. Tyler and Elm 
streets, the two main arteries of our city, should be paved this 
year. It can be done. Let us do it. 


BoaRD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 


One of the great drawbacks, I have noticed in our public 
works, is the want of efficiency. That comes about, in my 
opinion by reason of the present system, which allows the city 
council to elect three men to constitute the board of public 
works, who are not obliged to devote all of their time to the 
city’s business. In order for the board of public works to be 
efficient, we must have a board or commission which will devote 
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its entire time and service to the public works of the city. 
This city is too large to cling to antiquated methods of doing 
public work. This board expends about $200,000 yearly on 
our public works and it is wrong in theory, principle and prac- 
tice to allow such an antiquated system to continue. Our 
citizens must expect and look for inefficiency, extravagance, 
and a waste of public funds as long as this impracticable system 
endures. 

I have nothing to say against the men who constitute this 
board. They are doing the best they can under the circum- 
stances and for the salaries they receive. They have little time 
to perform legislative duties, while their administrative duties 
are mostly left to their clerk and employees of the city. The 
board cannot and does not give, because of the system, that 
supervision over our public works to which our city is entitled. 
It is against the system that I protest. This board or one of its 
members should give its entire time to the city work. 


PoLIcE DEPARTMENT. 


I want to call your attention to our police department. 
Last year I criticised it somewhat severely but I am glad to say 
that the force has been thoroughly reorganized, and, in my 
opinion, is efficient and well-equipped to do its work. I believe 
the force is inadequate to properly protect and patrol the City 
of Pittsfield. We have 30 men, a chief, captain, inspector and 
sergeant. The population of Pittsfield may be safely estimated 
at 36,000 and we ought to have at least one patrolman for 
every 1,000 people in the city. That is the rule in other cities 
throughout the United States. In all cities that I have visited, 
I found an average of at least one patrolman for every 1,000 
inhabitants. We must have more patrolmen in order to pro- 
tect the lives and property of our citizens. The power of the 
police force exercises a strong influence in the preservation of 
order, and in promoting safety and tranquillity for all law- 
abiding citizens, and the very knowledge of the existence of a 
strong, well-equipped police force has an immense effect in the 
prevention of crime. 
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FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Our fire department, as far as it goes, is very efficient, but 
we have the same trouble there—not men enough. The new 
law enacted last year, allowing each fireman a vacation of one 
day in five, materially reduced our fire fighting force. Some- 
thing was done to meet that condition last year, but not enough 
to bring the department up to where it belongs. The depart- 
ment must have more permanent men and there is no use try- 
ing to shift the responsibility. I trust that this matter will be 
considered and carefully worked out to the best advantage to 
the city. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


Permit me to call your attention to street lighting in this 
city. The time has arrived when every public street in the city 
should be lighted. It is about time that the people in the out- 
lying districts should be considered in this matter, and I want 
to impress on your minds the necessity of lighting every public 
street in Pittsfield. 


PARES. 


A new park commission has been appointed and the parks 
of the city have been turned over to it to care for and maintain. 
The park commissioners have already taken, by right of emi- 
nent domain, that tract of land on the south shore of Pontoosuc 
lake that has heretofore been used by the street railway company 
for park purposes. The commissioners were unable to pur- 
chase the property, consisting of about 10 acres of land, and were 
obliged to condemn it under legal proceedings. This matter 
is now pending before the commission, and it may take some 
time before it is legally adjusted. Nevertheless, it will require 
some money to put this park in usable condition. An appro- 
priation for that purpose is advisable. 
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SCHOOLS. 


The school problem is with us. One of the most essential 
duties the municipality has to perform is the education of its 
children. Good work along this line is being done in our 
schools and we want to continue it. Our schools are second to 
none in the State of Massachusetts. Because of the rapid 
increase in population, it is difficult to find accommodations 
for all the children of school age. We have started to build the 
Pomeroy school and we have just finished the Crane school. 
It will be necessary to make a substantial addition to the 
Dawes school, and perhaps we will have to build a new school 
each year for the next three or four years. This means addi- 
tional expense and a large tax rate. There is no other way 
but to meet the difficulty and provide for it. 


REFORESTRATION. 


The special water committee, appointed a few years ago to 
complete the Farnham reservoir, has finished its work and filed 
its final report with the city council. It seems to me there is 
one thing for which the city council must provide money and 
that is the reforestration of our watersheds on Washington 
mountain. About our watersheds are vast stretches of vacant 
land and for the protection of our water supply it is absolutely 
necessary that such vacant land be reforested. By reforesting 
these vacant places we conserve the watersheds for the purpose 
of supplying water to our reservoirs. We are now in position 
to begin this work and a certain amount of it ought to be done 
every year; then in a few years it would be completed. I 
recommend a sizable appropriation to begin this work. 


- PLANNING BOARD. 


_ Last year the legislature allowed cities and towns to create 
planning boards by ordinance. We have adopted an ordinance 
creating a planning board to consist of the mayor, city solicitor, 
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chairman of the board of public works and six citizens. I ap- 
pointed six citizens members of the planning board and I ex- 
pect and trust that they will be of great assistance to the city 
government in the future. It is the duty of this board, in so 
far as it is not prohibited by law or ordinance, to plan methods 
for the alteration and development of city works and buildings, 
in reference to the whole city or any part of it, and in so-doing 
it shall be guided by consideration of public safety, conven- 
ience, beauty and the future needs of the city. It will be of 
great good to the city council to have this board consider 
and recommend public buildings to be hereafter erected. It 
may offer suggestions for the development of schoolhouses and 
school centers. It ought to plan for and recommend to the 
city council all matters affecting the city's interests, when, in 
the judgment of the commission it may be wise and proper to 
do so. I hope this commission will get busy and try to assist 
the city council in the future, in such ways as will be for the best 
interests of the city. 


BoARD OF HEALTH. 


Our health problems are growing apace. The efficiency of 
our board of health in grappling with these matters has been 
questioned. We ought to have a health officer with an. office 
at the city hall, who would devote his entire time and attention 
to city health matters. There is no such official now, and the 
methods employed by the board of health are out of date. As 
a tule, the agent of the board of health is supposed to be a 
physician who devotes such time as required to attend to the 
duties of his office. This physician has his own business to 
attend to and it is reasonable to suppose that on certain times 
and occasions he cannot attend to city business. The time has 
arrived when the board of health should be obliged to appoint 
an agent who will devote his entire time and attention to health 
matters. I would recommend that a suitable ordinance be 
drawn to cover this matter, so that the inefficiency now pre- 
vailing, may be abolished. A competent agent of the board 
could look after the garbage collection as well as other matters 
pertaining to our public health. 
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GARBAGE. 


One of the troublesome questions with which we had to 
contend last year was the collection of city garbage. I do not 
know how we can avoid the trouble unless we rescind the con- 
tract with the present garbage collectors and undertake to do 
the work ourselves. Circumstances prove, I believe, that gar- 
bage cannot be successfully collected by private contract. 
To get the best results and results that are satisfactory to the 
people, the city must do its own collecting. This entails a large 
expenditure of money but I do not see how we can help it; 
one of the duties of city government is the collection of garbage 
and if the tax payers want this work done well, they must pay 
for it. I strongly recommend that ways and means be devised 
whereby the city can do this work itself and thus save all 
trouble and confusion. 

With the collection of garbage is required an incinerating 
plant. Last year I recommended the erection of an incinerat- 
ing plant. This year I make the same recommendation; I 
think that we could build an incinerating plant for all practical 
purposes for about $10,000. We ought to have two incinerat- 
ing plants, one at the north end and the other at the south end 
of the city. Two plants would cost about $20,000. It seems 
to me that in order to prevent long hauls of garbage, it is ab- 
solutely necessary to have two incinerating plants. I think 
that if this is done, the problem will be solved. 


WATER Works EXTENSION. 

Our water works system is now about completed. We have 
sufficient water supply for every part of the city. Last year I 
called to the attention of the city council the necessity of ex- 
tending our water mains to the Lanesboro line. I now call 
upon you, gentlemen of the city council, to see to it that our 
water mains are extended to the Lanesboro line. There seems 
to be a great demand for water in the eastern part of the city 
toward the Junction. There is likewise a demand for.water 
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beyond the poor farm on West street. Tax payers of these 
sections have been clamoring for city water for years, and I 
' strongly recommend that money be appropriated to extend our 
water mains to these parts of the city. 


BupGET MAKING. 


Again I call the attention of the city council to publicity in 
making up the budget. I find that the legislature has passed 
an act authorizing the mayor of the city to make the budget. 
He, alone, as I understand the law, has the authority to make 
the budget for the current year. Under such circumstances, I 
propose to give public hearings when it is convenient, to allow 
the citizens to make such suggestions and recommendations as 
they deem proper. In seeking information as.to where side- 
walks are most needed, this will be one of the best methods to 
produce the desired results. In my opinion, this is the best - 
way to understand the municipal needs and wants of our citi- 
zens in different parts of the city. 


TAXATION. 


Taxation is always a troublesome problem. Our tax limit, 
heretofore, for municipal expenses, has been $12 on a thousand. 
It is evident to everyone in a rapidly growing city like Pitts- 
field, that $12 on a thousand is not a sufficient amount to pay 
current expenses and to make other permanent improvements. 
Hence, the legislature has abolished the tax limit for municipal 
expenses and allowed cities and towns to settle the matter. 
We have passed an ordinance increasing the tax limit for mu- 
nicipal expenses from $12 to $13.50 per thousand. This will 
give us $1.50 more per thousand than we had last year. This 
extra amount ought to be used for permanent improvements. 
I believe that this extra amount should be used for sidewalk 
construction alone, and that for street improvements we should 
raise the necessary amount by bonding the city. 

A large portion of our citizens complain that by reason of 
unjust valuation placed upon their properties by the assessors, 
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they are obliged to bear more than their just share of the city’s 
burdens. The valuation of city property may not be satis- 
factory to all concerned, but there is a way to determine whether : 
valuations made by the assessors are equitable, just and. fair, 
by comparing them with each other. The best way to settle 
that question, in my opinion, is to have all the valuations of 
property in the city, and the amount of taxes paid by each in- 
dividual, printed in a book and distributed to the citizens. 
By this method, each citizen may compare the valuation of 
city property and get a line on inequality of taxation. Publicity 
will settle this question. 


NEW CHARTER. 


Our present city charter has done duty for the past 22 years 
and it seems to me it is about time we had a new charter. Last 
year I presented to the legislature a draft of a new charter which 
I considered suitable for Pittsfield. That draft was referred to 
the legislature of 1914 and is now pending for enactment. I 
want to see something done in regard to this new charter. The 
problems of municipal government in Pittsfield are similar to 
those in other American cities. What is needed in our city is a 
combination of official responsibility and efficiency. We do 
not get it under the present charter. Partisanship in city af- 
fairs is one of the great stumbling blocks to efficient city govern- 
ment. Our present city charter fosters and intensifies partisan 
politics in municipal affairs. This is wrong and should not be 
tolerated. Isn't it about time for all our citizens to unite and 
do away with a charter which destroys efficiency and responsi- 
bility? No city government can do its work well when the re- 
sponsibility of doing it is divided among different boards. 
Again, we have the old system of board government, in which 
boards are not obliged to give their entire time to the city’s 
business. To my mind, board government in Pittsfield ought 
to be abolished. A single-headed commission, instead of a 
board, is more efficient and responsible for its conduct to the 
government. All these ideas are embodied in the charter now 
pending before the legislature and I trust that you will see to it 
that we have a chance to adopt a new city charter this fall. 
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SUGGESTIONS. 

There are several important matters which I have not 
touched. upon in this message. There is the old dilapidated 
police station, hardly fit for human habitation. But to build 
a modern police station, including a court room, would at least 
cost $60,000. Can we build it this year with our other improve- 
ments? Then there is the building of a contagious hospital 
pressing upon us. We need a hospital of this kind in Pittsfield. 
I believe there was a law enacted last year by the legislature 
obliging us to build such a hospital. There is an urgent de- 
mand to do away with our old method of lighting our principal 
streets and install in place thereof cluster lights. Again there 
is an urgent demand to do away with our old method of resur- 
facing South street at a cost of $800 per year and permanently 
pave it. Then we have our sidewalk and street improvements, 
new bridges to build, incinerating plant, and a host of other 
improvements. All these improvements are absolutely 
necessary and we ought to prepare to do them. It is 
impossible to make these improvements from current 
taxes. I would suggest that we go to the legislature 
and request authority to borrow $500,000 to do this 
work. It is the best way to do it and the only means 
we have of making these necessary improvements. We can 
borrow this money at a reasonable interest and repay the same 
at the rate of $50,000 per year. Other cities have adopted 
these methods and why should not Pittsfield do likewise? 

CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion I want to say that acts are more forcible than 
words. We shall be judged by the things we do for the city and 
not by the things we say. Profession is one thing and per- 
formance is another. We have some work to do and we can 
do it only by attending faithfully to city business. Partisan 
politics should have no place in municipal affairs and I trust 
and believe you will consider the city's interests first and fore- 
most in deliberating and voting in the city council. We have 
a rapidly growing city and it requires a great many improve- 
ments, and I am satisfied that the citizens of Pittsfield are will- 
ing to pay taxes provided they get their money's worth. 


REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF FIRE ALARM AND 
POLICE SIGNAL SYSTEMS. 


PITTSFIELD, Mass., Jan. 1, 1914. 
To His Honor, the Mayor, and Members of the City Council: 


GENTLEMEN: 


I herewith submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31st, 1913. 


In my last report I called attention to the overloaded con- 
dition of the apparatus in the Central Fire Station. The 
Repeater and the Switchboard are now taxed almost to their 
capacity. The system consists of about sixty-five miles of 
wire carried on five circuits. One extra circuit is attached to 
the five circuit repeater for the indicator and whistle. 


During the past year four new boxes have been added to the 
system as follows: Box 423 Corner Myrtle and Tyler Sts., 
Box 57 at Lakewood, Box 142 Corner Taylor and South Sts., 
Box 131 on Wendell Ave. Extension. Two miles of wire were 
added to the underground through East Housatonic and Broad 
Sts. and all overhead wires have been removed in that locality. 


The cable for which one thousand dollars ($1000.00) was 
appropriated last year has been purchased and will soon be in- 
stalled to replace the single conductor wires on School, North 
and South Sts. This will greatly improve conditions. 
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There was one serious mishap the past year caused by the 
Fire Alarm wires coming in contact with the high voltage wire 
of the Electric Co. Five of the old type Alarm Boxes were 
burned out and were so badly damaged that it was necessary 
to replace them with new boxes and four more were sent to 
the factory for repairs. All the up-to-date boxes on the circuit 
were uninjured by the heavy voltage. 


The new Ordinance recently passed which requires all Fire 
Alarm and Police Wires to be removed from the top of poles 
and placed under all High Voltage wires will mean the rebuild- 
ing of the entire overhead system and will cost at least $500.00. 


A new register is badly needed for the Police Signal System 
as the one now in use is worn out and has been giving poor satis- 
faction for some time. About three miles of underground wire 
will be necessary on Columbus Ave. and other sections of the 
city which will replace overhead wire running on poles with 
high voltage. As there was no money appropriated last year 
for this system there has been very little done other than general 
repairs. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I recommend that the old and out of date equipment in the 
Central Fire Station be replaced with a new 10 circuit Repeater 
and Switchboard as the apparatus now in use is not reliable 
for carrying the amount of wire, bells and necessary equipment 
on the different circuits. 

That all boxes leading from the underground be placed on 
iron standards as the wooden posts now supporting them are in 
poor condition. | 

That the following old type boxes No 15 on East St., No. 
24 Corner South and West Housatonic and No. 46 on Wellington 
Ave. be replaced by new boxes. Also that the Police wires be 
placed in the underground as much as possible and a new register 
be purchased for the Police System. |

STREET RAILWAY MATTERS. 


Franchises for all extensions requested by the City under 
Chapter 601 of the Acts of the year 1910 have been prepared 
and granted; except, the franchise for the Peck’s Road exten- 
sion. 


After much contention and several hearings before the 
Railroad Commissioners, the Berkshire Street Railway Com- 
pany and representatives of the City finally agreed upon a 
franchise for the double tracking of Wahconah Street, which 
franchise was approved by the Railroad Commissioners. 


Franchises for the upper Barkerville extension, Lebanon 
Avenue extension and the double tracking of North Street have 
been prepared and granted. A limited freight pene has 
also been granted. 


CONCLUSION. 


In closing this report, I wish to again express my apprecia- 
tion of the valuable assistance rendered to me by all employees 
and officials of the City from whom assistance has been sought 
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by this department; and also, to again record my thanks to 
William H. Swift, Chairman of the Committee on Water Sup-

GENTLEMEN: 


I have the honor to submit the annual report of the Pitts- 
field Fire Department for the year ending December 31st, 1913. 


I herewith submit the report of the work of the Pittsfield 
Fire Department, which will include a list of fires and alarms, 
the causes of fires as near as could be ascertained, the value of 
property at risk, the amount of loss, the insurance and the in- 
surance paid on the same, recommendations for the ensuing 
year, and other information which I deem of interest. 


FIRE ALARMS. 


The department has responded to 195 alarms during the 
year of which 38 were box alarms, 144 telephone calls, and 13 
verbal calls, 3 of the box alarms being false. A total of 35 more 
calls over last year. 


APPARATUS. 


The apparatus of the department consists of :—One second- 
class Metropolitan engine, rated capacity 900 gallons per 
minute; One third-class Silsby engine, rated capacity 700 gal- 
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lons per minute; One fourth-class Clapp & Jones engine 450 
gallons per minute; One Clapp & Jones engine stationed at 
West Pittsfield. Three combination chemical and hose wagons, 
horse drawn; One City service ladder truck in reserve; One 
small ladder truck, West Pittsfield; Two exercise wagons; 
Two exercise sleighs; One line wagon; One Pope Hartford 
Chief’s car; One Pope Hartford combination chemical and 
hose motor; One 75 ft.

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RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would recommend the purchase of another motor com- 
bination chemical and hose car, at a cost of $5,500.00. One 
piece of motor apparatus should be purchased each year until 
the horse is eliminated from this department. Motor apparatus 
gives quick service and costs less to maintain. 
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I would recommend the purchase of 250 feet of 3-4 inch 
chemical hose. 


I would recommend the purchase of a Mechanist Lathe. 
This machine will enable us to do our own repairing. 


I would recommend the appointment of six more permanent 
men to this department. Under the new law allowing each 
man one day off in every five days, this department can not 
keep up its efficient service. In the appointment of these men 
I would recommend that each appointment have knowledge of 
and be able to drive motor apparatus. 


I would recommend that the sum of $1,300.00 be added 
to insurance loss paid on the West Pittsfield Station to rebuild 
this station and place another floor on the present building. 
West Pittsfield is building up very fast and should have fire 
protection. By this I mean, good apparatus and a good sta- 
tion to house apparatus and men. 


I would recommend the placing of all new mattresses and 
rugs in the dormitories of the Central and Morningside Sta- 
tions. Present mattresses not in a sanitary condition. 


I would recommend the appointment of two (2) Lieutenants 
in this department, with an advance in wages of $50.00 each. 
Subject to civil service examination, and to be open to all men 
having served four or more years in this department.

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In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation of the able 
manner in which the officers and members of the department 
have performed the duties required of them, and to thank the 
Mayor, the Fire Committee, members of the City Government, 
and others who have in any way assisted the department in at- 
taining its high standing, also the Chief of Police and the force 
under his command, for the able performance of the duties re- 
quired of them in connection with this department.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I take this occasion‘to call to the attention of the City Coun- 
cil the need of more men for this department. The additions 
to the department have not been enough to satisfy the demands 
of this growing city at the present time. The posts are in 
many instances too long for the service I desire to have rendered 
and I feel that the public is entitled to more protection. I 
feel that at least six more patrolmen should be appointed im- 
mediately and that a night sergeant should also be appointed, 
the sergeant to be taken from the ranks. 


In this progressive age the city should also purchase a 
suitable automobile for the use of the department. Calls from 
the outskirts of the city are frequent and in the winter especial- 
ly, they cannot be responded to quickly enough by a horse 
drawn vehicle. It frequently happens that it is necessary to 
send men to surrounding towns in the course of police work and 
livery and garage bills are the consequence. An automobile 
would eliminate such expenses and also tend to decrease the 
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cost of the patrol stables at the same time giving greater effi- 
ciency in a wealth of ways. The present team of horses used 
on the patrol have practically outlived their usefulness. They 
have worked 24 hours a day for the last eight years and have 
now reached the stage where they cannot render the service 
which should be given in a city of such extensive territory as 
Pittsfield. To buy another team of horses and repair wagon 
is such is decided upon, would cost in the neighborhood of $800. 


The fact that the present police byilding fails in a host of 
ways to fill the requirements of this city has been clearly im- 
pressed upon the minds of the taxpayers during the year just 
closed. The matter was brought before the City Council at 
my suggestion and although the idea of very extensive repairs 
was considered, action along such a line was deferred because of 
the present conditions of the city’s finances. It was also felt 
by many that it would be wiser to erect a new station than to 
spend a large sum in repairing the present structure. The 
result was that a few slight repairs were made. Nevertheless, 
the sanitary conditions at present do not come up to the desired 
standard. Something should be done immediately to improve 
the plumbing and the ventilation in the station. 


At least four more police signal boxes are needed and I 
trust that the city government will early abide by the recom- 
mendations for the same. 


In conclusion I beg to express my appreciation of the many 
courtesies extended by His Honor, the Mayor, the members of 
the City Council, the Judge, Clerk of the Court, Probation 
Officer, the City Physician, the Matron. and the members of 
the department during the year and to thank them for the 
considerate attention given to matters pertaining to this de- 
partment and for the assistance which they have rendered.

To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council: 


Agreeable to the provisions of the City Ordinances we re- 
spectfully present herewith a report of the department for the 
year 1913. 

Unusual activity has characterized every part of the de- 
partment, most marked of which has been the operations in the 
sewer and water work. To provide sanitary facilities for a 
rapidly growing city is quite a problem. 

It has been the Board’s policy to be as liberal as is consistent 
with wisdom in granting extensions of the sewer and water 
mains of the City to property being developed, believing there 
is no better incentive to building up a prosperous city. 

Large things have been done during the year which will be 
found set forth more in detail in the following pages than is al- 
lowable here. 


WATER WORKS. 


The supply of water has been most plentiful, at no time dur- 
ing the season falling below 300,000,000 gallon in storage. At 
the present date Ashley Lake is within three feet of the spillway 
at the dam, and Farnham Reservoir is only down one foot below 
the crest of the dam. Water was turned into the system from 
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Farnham Reservoir early in the Spring and it has furnished most 
of the consumption of the City since. The Board now have a 
caretaker employed on the Mill Brook system, who resides near 
the site of the Farnham Reservoir and is employed wholly in 
going over the lines daily. 

While we have been well supplied with water and the out- 
look is good for the future, it is well that we conserve our sup- 
ply as much as possible and extend to the furthest time possible 
the necessity for increased sources. The consumption is far 
in excess of what it should be, and while a most generous al- 
lowance of water should be made to keep the city in a high sani- 
tary position and for all legitimate uses, there is a limit beyond 
this which is wanton waste of water. The average use of water 
for the twelve months of 1913 was about five and one-half mil- 
lion gallons per day, which is all out of proportion for a city of 
this size. 

We renew our recommendation of last year as regards the 
installation of meters, deeming it to be the most equitable 
method of selling city water, which we believe should be based 
on the old sound principle of the consumer paying for what he 
uses. 

The present system of charging water rates to the landlord, 
but providing for its payment by the tenant if he so desires, is a 
bad practice. With the most diligent inspection and collec- 
tion of rates the city is a loser each year to the extent of about 
$3000 by the present system. The ordinances should be re- 
vised so that all rates should be charged to the property owner 
instead of the tenant. 

The sources of pollution on the City's watersheds have all 
been abolished and these should be acquired at once. Along 
these lines we have this year acquired the Philip Eichelser farm 
in the Town of Washington. The price paid by the City was 
$6500. Ashley brook runs through this farm and the city now 
owns the land almost in its entirety through which the brook 
runs from Ashley Lake to Ashley distributing reservoir. 

The City is a large owner of land on its watersheds in all 
about 3000 acres. We deem it wise to expend a sizeable sum 
each year in reforestation. A systematic cleaning out of dead 
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wood on the watersheds and the planting of a certain acreage 
each year would bring great results in the future. As most of 
this work could be done in the winter when men are not engaged 
in regular work of the department, the whole work could no 
doubt be accomplished within a period of a few years. 

During the extreme dry weather in the summer the water 
supply at the Almshouse gave out entirely. The Board ex- 
tended a temporary pipe to care for them until a larger main 
could be installed which we are at present engaged in laying. 
This is an extensive piece of work being 8400 feet in length. 

A larger water main should be laid to Sackett Reservoir 
from the Ashley mains as the present pipe is not of sufficient 
size to take the flow of water when it is at high levels.

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HIGHWAYS. 


The condition of the highways early in the summer demon- 
strated more clearly than in any other way the utter impos- 
sibility of caring for them in a proper manner with the funds 
that have been alloted to the Board for the past few years. 
The condition was impressed upon the City Council so forcibly 
that in addition to the $20,000 originally appropriated an ad- 
ditional appropriation of $20,000 was made later in the year. 
Although this came so late that it could not in all cases be spent 
to the best advantage, much real good work was done on the 
roads that will be apparent the coming year. Quite a sum was 
expended in making a detour for traffic to the west over Parker 
Avenue on account of the building of the State Road at Stearns- 
ville. A sufficient sum should be appropriated each year to 
take care of all necessary repairs, and to allow of a certain 
amount of permanent work. ‘The main roads leading into the 
city are mostly state roads, and from the terminus of these 
roads into the city should be good hard roads. At least $100,000 
could be spent to good advantage on highways this year. 


SPRING STREET DRAIN. 


This work is a continuation of the work on this important 
piece of surface drainage begun last year. The work was car- 
ried this year as far as Burbank Street. The drain is 39 inches 
in diameter of concrete, and is connected by vitrified pipe and 
catch-basins, with Willow, Cherry, Burbank and Spring St. 
The 24 inch drain on Burbank Street was lowered about six 
feet to obtain increased efficiency. The work was done under 
contract with Edward B. Roberts of Pittsfield and Boston, 
work being commenced about April lst, and completed the 
middle of September. An appropriation should be made to 
complete the drain this year. 2 


ELM STREET DRAIN. 


A drain was constructed during the year from the Housa- 
tonic River, through Day Street to Newell Street, across Newell 
Street and private land to Meadow Lane, thence in Meadow 
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Lane to the north line of Elm Street. The drain is of concrete, 
circular in form and 48 inches in diameter. The work should 
be continued in Elm Street this year as far as Livingstone Street 
and catch-basins put in, which will care for all the drainage 
coming from the Pollock Tract so-called, and Holmes Road. 
The work was done this year on a cost plus 15% basis, Crowe & 
Walsh being the contractors. The work done is of no avail 
unless extended this year to about Livingstone Street. 


TYLER STREET DRAIN. 


An eighteen inch vitrified pipe drain was laid on Tyler Street 
from Woodlawn Avenue to Curtis Terrace and catch-basins 
put in. This cares for the surface water which collected on 
Tyler Street from quite a large area about Curtis Terrace and 
Forest Place. 


East STREET DRAIN. 


A 24 inch and 18 inch drain was laid on East Street, from the 
outlet of Silver Lake to Fenn Street and catch-basins put in. 
Water collected formerly in large quantities at the low portion 
of Fenn Street near East Street. 


NEWELL STREET DRAIN. 


This drain was built from the river at Newell Street, through 
Newell Street, to East Street, about 400 feet westerly on East 
Street, and northerly across the tracks of the Boston & Albany 
R. R. Co., to land of the General Electric Company. The 
drain is of concrete 30 inch and 18 inch respectively except the 
portion which crosses the railroad which is 24 inch cast iron 
pipe. The work was done by contract, H. C. Wood & Co., 
Inc., being the contractors. Arrangement was made by which 
the General Electric Co. pays one third of the cost of the work. 


BROAD STREET DRAIN. 


This section of drainage was built of 12 inch vitrified pipe 
from South Street to Wendell Avenue. Four catch-basins 
were installed and the cross-gutters at Wendell Avenue and 
Broad Street abolished. 
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DaweEs AVENUE DRAIN. 


A piece of drainage work on Dawes Avenue, which is but 
one section of what will be a drain for the length of the street, 
was put in between Paisley Terrace and Commonwealth Ave- 
nue. The pipe is 12 inch vitrified, and the trench was back- 
filled with broken stone to drain the soil which is wet hard-pan. 
Two catch-basins were built on the line. 


JORDAN AVENUE DRAIN. 


Surface water conditions which have been wretched on this 
street by reason of no proper surface drainage were relieved by 
the construction of a drain from Jordan Avenue across private 
land to the river. An easement was secured across land of 
Guiseppe Montesesso by the payment of $75. 


New WEstT STREET DRAIN. 


The construction of the new union depot with change of 
grade.on New West Street necessitated the construction of a 
new drain on West Street for the railroad company for which it 
paid the cost, and the rebuilding of a portion of the old drain 
on New West Street to connect it with the old Bog Drain. The 
old drain had settled in places on account of the swampy nature 
of the soil and had to be raised up and struts put in to support 
it. The work was done by Geo. W. Gimlich & Co. on a cost 
plus 15% basis. 


CoLUMBUS AVENUE PAVING. 


Columbus Avenue from North Street to the west line of 
Francis Avenue has been paved with wood blocks, on a six inch 
concrete base. The work was begun in the middle of July and 
completed about a month later. 'The area paved consists of 
3/84 square yards, the contract price being $3.69 per square 
yard. The work was performed by the Union Paving Co., of 
Schenectady, N. Y. There is hardly a street in the city that 
gets the same amount of heavy traffic as does Columbus Avenue 
and the improvement is most marked.

KELLOGG STREET PAVING. 


This street was paved with Porter brick from the end of the 
pavement laid in 1912 to the west line of Brown Street. Con- 
siderable preliminary work was done on the street in the way 
of surface drainage and changing surface structures. The 
brick is laid on a six inch concrete base, with expansion joints, 
as in former years, with the exception that the Carey strip 
composed of asphalt and felt was used for the greater part of 
the way. All bricks were tested at the kilns. Cement curbs 
were laid the entire length of the paving with granite corners at 
intersecting streets. The area paved consists of 5552 square 
yards and was done under contract by George W. VanVranken, 
Inc., of Schenectady, N. Y. The contract price was $3.00 per 
square yard. An agreement was made with the General Electric 
Company by which the Company pays one-half of the cost of 
the work. 


WAHCONAH STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 


In accordance with an order of the Mass. Railroad Com- 
mission of July 19, 1913 the manner of doing the work con- 
nected with double tracking of this street by the Berkshire 
Street Railway Company, as well as the portion of the cost of 
the work which the Company should pay was definitely estab- 
lished. The terms of the order provide that the Company shall 
pay all the expense of the pavement between its tracks and 
eighteen inches outside thereof, and to pay one-half the cost of 
the pavement and all incidental work in connection therewith 
on the other portion of the street not occupied by its tracks. 

After securing bids the Board awarded the contract for the 
work to Weed & Walsh of Mechanicsville, N. Y. 

Most of the work of drainage, grading outside curbs, etc., 
is completed, as well as the curbs south of Peck’s Road. The 
concrete foundation is laid from Park Street to Peck’s road on 
the west side of the tracks, and the west track is also in place 
for the same distance. The road has been much torn up since 
September but this was unavoidable, and will allow of work 
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being carried on to much better advantage next spring as work 
can be concentrated on one side without interference from traffic. 
When completed the street will be one of the finest in the city. 


WAHCONAH STREET BRIDGE. 


With the other improvements e Wahconah Street and the 
double-tracking of the street it became necessary to provide a 
wider and more substantial bridge near the old Grist Mill. 
The old bridge and abutments were removed and a new con- 
crete and steel bridge erected in its place. The new bridge has 
a span of 40 feet, and is the full width of the street. The abut- 
ments are of concrete and the superstructure of special steel 
beams 24 inches in depth and entirely closed in concrete. The 
floor is of solid concrete and a concrete parapet wall is built on 
either side of the bridge. The bridge is designed to carry trol- 
ley cars and a steam road roller. The work was done by H. C. 
Wood & Co., Inc., of North Adams, Mass. One third of the 


cost of the bridge will be borne by the Berkshire Street Railway 
Co. 


LYMAN STREET BRIDGE. 


This bridge was constructed over the east branch of the 
Housatonic River on Lyman Street, to replace a foot-bridge 
erected over the river in 1907. The old abutments were utilized 
by the addition of new concrete walls of light section built be- 
side the old piers founded on piles, and surrounded by filling 
and rip-rap to high water level. The street was widened and 
filled to grade, drains built, and guard rails put up on the ap- 
proaches which are worked to a uniform width of 35 feet. 

The steel superstructure is 76 feet in length and 31 feet in 
width, with a roadway and two sidewalks. The traveled sur- 
face of roadway and walks will be composed of reinforced con- 
crete, with suitable finish, avoiding the necessity of renewing 
as in planking. The structure was furnished and erected by 
the Eastern Bridge and Structural Company of Worcester, 
Mass. The bridge is designed to carry a uniformly distributed 
load of 100 pounds per square foot. The abutments were built 
by contract with E. B. Roberts of Pittsfield, Mass. 
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MERRIAM STREET BRIDGE. 


There has been a long continued demand for a bridge across 
the railroad in this vicinity and the establishment of a new 
church on Onota Street, made the demand more imperative as 
a large section of the parish was included in the section south- 
westerly of the railroad. The contract for the abutments wall 
and approaches has been let to Crowe & Walsh of this city, to 
be completed in May. The steel work was awarded to the 
New England Structural Co., of Boston, to be erected in the 
latter part of May. 


RICHMOND AND BERKSHIRE ROADS. 


An agreement was reached late in the year 1912, between the 
City and the Mass. Highway Commission, by which the Com- 
mission agreed to build a section of road from Hungerford’s 
corner so-called, on the Stearnsville Road, to connect with the 
strip of road owned by the state at the junction of Woodleigh 
Avenue and West Housatonic Street; it was also agreed that 
if the city would build a section on the Richmond Road from 
the Shakers south to the City line, and on the Berkshire Road 
to the City line, and pay the cost of both, that the state would 
accept as state roads the Hungerford section and the Berkshire 
strip. The City Council appropriated $28,000 for the work 
and authorized the Board to award the contract to the lowest 
responsible bidder. The work on the Richmond Road was 
done by Crowe & Walsh of this city under contract, and the 
Berkshire Road was built by S. W. Menaguale & Co. of Stock- 
bridge, Mass., by contract. 


The arrangement is very satisfactory from the City's stand- 
point as the maintenance of the two ways, including all bridges, 
devolves upon the State Highway Commission. The engineer- 
ing and all work in connection with the inspection of the work 
on the Richmond Road, during its progress, was done by the 

city.

BRIDGES. 


Repairs have been made to bridges as follows :—South Street 
bridge, Van Sickler, West Housatonic Street, West Pittsfield, 
Peck’s Road, Taconic, Pontoosuc, Hubbard Avenue, Stearns- 
ville Road, and the Junction bridge. Numerous small repairs 
were made on all of the bridges except those of concrete. 


CHURCHILL STREET. 


An additional piece of stone road was put in on Churchill 
Street under the same conditions as last year. Mr. Spoor 
again collected a large amount of stone and drew them to the 
side of the road. The length of roadway treated in this manner 
was 750 feet with V. drain and about 12 feet in width. 
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CAUSEWAY REPAIRS. 


The causeway across the outlet of Onota Lake was graveled 
from Peck’s Road to the Hancock Road about 400 loads of 
gravel being used on the work. 


COURTLAND STREET. 


This street having been accepted by the City, was worked to 
the established grade, a gravel sidewalk put in on the east side, 
and two catch-basins built and connected with the drain which 
flows into the Spring Street Drain. 


RESURFACING SOUTH STREET. 


South Street, from East Street to Buel Street was resur- 
faced this year as has been the custom for the past few years. 
Until the street is paved, which should be considered at once, 
this method seems to obtain the good results. 


LENOX AVENUE GRADING. 


A section of Lenox Avenue 1200 feet in length was under- 
drained and coated with gravel. A 16 inch V drain the whole - 
length of the part repaired was laid in place. The sub-soil of - 
this street 1s wet hard-pan and must be drained before any sat- 
isfactory results can be had. 


BRIGGS AVENUE REPAIRS. 


Briggs Avenue was graded for a section about 250 feet in 
length, and given a substantial coat of gravel. An 18 inch V 
drain was built for a distance of about 246 feet. 
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MONROE STREET. 


This street was accepted by the City Council late in 1912 
and an appropriation made for working it this year. As only 
$300 was appropriated for the work, about all could be done 
with it was to turnpike the road. There is an extremely steep 
grade on the street and paved gutters should be laid on each side 
of the way to hold it in place. 


PARKSIDE AVENUE. 


This street was graded and graveled from Newell Street to 
Ventura Avenue. Surface drains were put in from the street 
to the river and connected with three catch-basins and one 
manhole. A gravel sidewalk was built on the south side of the 

street for its whole length. 


SWAMP ROAD. 


Considerable work was done on this street, it being par- 
ticularly bad in the Spring and Fall of the year. A V drain 
1800 feet long was built with stone covering and the surface 
covered with gravel. 498 loads of gravel were used in the grad- 
ing of the street. 


STREET SPRINKLING. 


The sprinkling of city streets has been done for the most 
part by contract with O. T. Benedict, he furnishing the City 
with six teams of horses at $690 per month from April 1 to No- 
vember 1. The City has done considerable sprinkling with its 
own equipment laying oil and calcium chloride. The Board 
are carefully considering the use of oil to a much larger extent 
next year, believing that the condition of a great many gravel 
roads is caused by the excessive use of water in sprinkling. 
Very satisfactory results were also obtained with calcium 
chloride on streets where the traffic was not great and that were 
somewhat shady. 
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SPRINKLING WEST HOUSATONIC STREET. 


The construction of a section of state road on West Housa- 
tonic Street, west of the Tillotson Mail's, necessitated a detour, 
and the same was provided by the use of Parker Avenue. The 
class of traffic ordinarily going over the road was light, and the 
street had to be put in shape for automobile use. This was 
done, and a heavy coat of gravel put on. The road was also 
sprinkled every day during the use of the detour. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


The Pittsfield Electric Company has lighted the streets in 
accordance with its contract. The work has been well done, the 
few complaints received testifying to the character of the ser- 
vice. There have been installed for the year 127 incandescent 
lights and 14 arcs. The total now in use being 1096 incandes- 
cent and 162 arc lights. There are 23 flaming arcs included in 
these. 


TREES. 


The Board have done more along the line of trimming trees 
than has been done in any one year previous to 1913. It seems 
a great pity to cut down some of the large trees, especially like 
those cut on South Street during the year, but it was necessary 
in the interests of public safety. There are still enough trees 
on South Street, but the Board believe it to be a good rule to set 
a new tree whenever one 1s removed on account of death, unless 
the street is already too shady. An appropriation should be 
made each year for the purpose of setting out trees on our public 
streets, as they go a long way in adding to the beauty and com- 
fort of the streets. 
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Ciry HALL ADDITION. 


The order of the Mass. Commissioner of Record to provide 
suitable vaults for the safe keeping of City records made neces- 
sary an addition to the City Hall. No room was available that 
would answer the purpose. H. Neill Wilson, Architect, was 
engaged to prepare plans for additional vault room, and bids 
were asked on the work. The contract was awarded to C. B. 
Lindholm the lowest bidder. The new work contemplates 
vault room for the Collector of Taxes, Assessors, Overseers of 
the Poor, and the School Committee. Beside this the City 
Clerk's vault will be enlarged, and a new safe will be installed 
in the Auditor's office. The vault doors and the safe are being 
supplied by the Mosler Safe Co. When complete the city will 
have safe receptacles for all of its valuable records. Along this 
same line new steel fittings were installed in the vault in the 
office of the Board the same being supplied by Rice & Kelly at a 
cost of $1000. 


NEW SEWERS. 


The problem of providing sanitary sewers for the city is a 
large one on account of the rapid growth. In fact it is almost 
impossible to keep pace with the increased demand. Two large 
pieces of sewer work have been accomplished by the extension 
of trunk lines to the Pleasure Park and through Newell Street 
to the General Electric Co. The development of the Hopkins 
tract by the Company created a demand for large sewer accom- 
modations. The contract for the construction of the Pleasure 
Park sewer was awarded to Edward B. Roberts of Boston and 
Pittsfield, and the Newell Street sewer was awarded to C. E. 
Trumbull Company of Boston, Mass. Both pieces of work are com- 
pleted. We have gone on from year to year making additions, 
to the system all over the city, while no steps have been taken to 
increase the trunk lines. As a result the east trunk sewer es- 
pecially is taxed to its limit and we should proceed the coming 
year to enlarge this sewer or lay an additional line on the east 
side of the river in High Street. This line now takes all the 
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sewage from the east side of the city as far north as Weller 
Avenue. When all the houses along the line of the main sewer 
on Elm Street are connected to the system, as well as from the 
large buildings which the General Electric Co., the E. D. 
Jones & Sons Co., and the Pittsfield Coal Gas Company, are to 
erect on Newell Street, the east trunk will be overtaxed. The 
Board recommend sizable appropriation for this work the com- 
ing year.

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SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 

The disposal of the City’s sewage is one of the most absorb- 

ing projects which confronts us. The Board last year in its 
. report recommended additional facilities for the work, and after 
consultation with experts in the matter recommended the pur- 
chase of a new and larger pump to replace the small one first 
installed by the city in 1903. It was deemed wise by the City 
Council to repair the pump and this has been done by the 
Deane Steam Pump Company, of Holyoke, Mass., the repairs 
being about complete. It will be necessary however to increase 
the pumping capacity and this can be accomplished only by 
operating the pumps more hours which will require additional 
men. The filter beds will also have to be increased if a greater 
volume of sewage is pumped upon them, as it will not be possible 
to use the same beds every day. The force at the filter beds will 
also have to be increased. Even with these operations in force 
more pump capacity is needed, larger screen houses, and addi- 
tional filtration area. The city already owns land enough to 
take care of the areas needed at the filter beds. The waste of 
water is felt in no place more directly than at the sewage station, 
as all water which is used for sanitary purposes ultimately 
reaches the station, as well as a large amount of ground water 
which it is impossible to eliminate from anv system, no matter 
how well it is constructed. The Board ask for and recommend 
for sewage disposal the most generous appropriations the city 
is able to make. 


| SEWER AND WATER CONNECTIONS. 

Operations in the building line have been very active during 
the year, shown by the large number of sewer and water con- 
nections that have been made. "The number of water connec- 
tions put in was 374, and the number of connections to the new 
sewer system 308. This would represent at least a single house 
in each case, and when it is taken into consideration that a great 
number of these connections were for two, three and four tene- 
ment houses, some idea may be had of the growth of the city 
and the relatively great use of water. All the work attendant . 
upon this work, as well as the materials used 1s paid for by the 
consumer, the city only furnishing a corporation cock and curb 
box, in a water connection, and no part of the labor or material 
on a sewer connection.

REPORT 


OF THE 


PARK COMMISSION. 


To the Honorable M ayor and Members of the City Counctl:— 


GENTLEMEN :—The Board of Park Commissioners were 
appointed by Mayor Moore Monday, May 5, 1913, confirmed 
by the Board of Aldermen on the same date and by the Com- 
mon Council May 14. Fred T. Francis was appointed for a 
term of five years; Dennis J. Haylon for a term of four years, 
George H. White for a term of three vears, George W. Merriam 
for a term of two years and Daniel F. Farrell for a term of one 
year. The Board organized May 16 with Mr. Francis chair- 
man. At a meeting of the Commission May 26 John M. Flynn 
was elected clerk at a salary of $100 a year he to serve for the 
balance of the year. 


During the year a new athletic field was laid out at Spring- 
side Park toward the expense of which the Park Commission 
paid $200. The lake at that park was cleared up and the woods 
were also cleaned up to some extent. 


The Common and Springside Park were policed during the 
summer by the Board. 


The Commission handled the Fourth of July celebration 
for the Playground Commission and also looked after the mat- 
ter of band concerts for the City Government. 


The fence on the Common has been straightened up and 
painted while during the winter the Common has been con- 
verted into a skating rink. 


Additional settees were secured for Springside Park. 
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The Commission upon sanction of the City Government 
took by right of eminent domain the Pine Grove Park prop- 
erty at Pontoosuc Lake after the City Council had passed an 
order for $17,000 for the acquiring of the land. The owners 
of the property have not as yet accepted the Commission’s 
offer for the land and the matter may have to be decided by 
the Court. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


We desire to make the following recommendations :— 


That the triangle at the Junction of East and Elm streets 
be curbed. 


Curbing of the parks at the Junction and at Coltsville. 
Shrubbery, trees and walks for Redfield Park. 


Considerable more cleaning up is needed at Springside Park 
and we suggest that a landscape gardener be engaged to lay out 
Springside Park, and other parks of the city and outline the 
needed improvements. 


We strongly urge that the spur trolley track on East street 
north of City Hall park be removed. It 1s an impossibility to 
preserve the beauty of the park unless the tracks at this point 
are removed. 


More trees are needed on the Columbus avenue plot. 


We also recommend the purchase of the Benedict tract for 
the future development of Springside Park. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT 


The appropriation made for parks at the beginning of the 
year was $2500. The sum of $262 had been expended by the 
Board of Public Works before this Commission was sworn into 
office and the balance $2238 was turned over to the Park Com- 
mission. Of this amount the sum of $2154.17 was expended 
by the Commission, leaving a balance of $83.83 on hand at 
the close of the year, December 31, 1913.

TRUSTEES BERKSHIRE ATHENAEUM 
AND MUSEUM 


REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 
JUNE, 1913. 


It gives me great pleasure to announce that the repairs and 
alterations of the Athenaeum building for the accomplishment 
of which we have been striving for four years past and which 
were begun last winter have at last béen completed and are now 
ready for the inspection of the trustees. The details of this 
work will be set forth in the report of the repair committee, 
while the librarian’s report will explain their value as affecting 
the work of the Athenaeum. l 


These changes are extremely satisfactory, and we are under 
very great obligations to Mr. William H. Swift, chairman of 
the committee, who has devoted much time and thought to the 
work, in co-operation with the architects, Messrs. Harding and 
Seaver. A serious fault of construction has been remedied, 
safety provided for in case of fire and such a rearrangement 
effected as places the library in a better condition than ever 
before to supply the needs of the people of Pittsfield. 


It is a source of deep regret that the expiration of Mr. 
Swift’s term of service is to deprive this board of a continuance 
of his wise counsel and valuable aid. 
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Mr. Ballard’s report will be found peculiarly interesting, 
because this is the twenty-fifth anniversary of his appointment 
as librarian and curator, and upon this notable occasion he 
gives us a most interesting historical survey of the growth of 
the institution during his incumbency. We recognize with 
pleasure the great value of his services. He has wholly recon- 
structed the library methods, has trained up a corps of skilled 
assistants, has shown excellent judgment in the selection of 
books, has saved much expense by a systematic plan of repair- 
ing old ones, has constructed a card catalogue of acknowledged 
superiority and has placed at the service of the reading public 
his high talents, his trained mind, his experience as an educator 
and his unfailing kindness and courtesy. He is entitled to the 
thanks of the board of trustees for these twenty-five years of 
distinguished service. 


Mr. Zenas Crane, the munificent founder of the Museum of 
Natural History and Art continues to sustain it, and constantly 
enriches it with additional treasures of the highest value. He 
has won the gratitude and esteem of all the people of this city, 
and we are proud to be the custodians of this splendid gift. 


A few words as to our financial condition are here in order. 
The museum has never caused us any anxiety, because Mr. 
Crane’s liberality has provided for all of the expenses of that 
department; but, in the management of the library we are 
seriously hampered by inadequate funds. Our librarians are 
underpaid, to a mortifying extent. Perhaps this is partly our 
own fault, because, in our desire not to overburden the city 
treasury, we have been modest in our estimates, but our em- 
ployees have a right to expect just compensation; and, with a 
steady increase in the use of the library, there is a necessary in- 
crease in the work and the expenses and we desire to see a public 
sentiment developed in favor of giving liberal support to this 
which is one of the most useful of Pittsfield’s institutions.

ORDINANCES 


OF THE 


CITY OF PITTSFIELD. 


PASSED IN THE YEAR 1913. 


No. 107. AN ORDINANCE, Relative to the pay of In- 
jured or Disabled Police Officers. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY or PITTS- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. Any police officer, of the City, who may, here- 
after, be injured by and because of the discharge of his official 
duty, and when actually engaged in discharging the same; or, 
who, by and because of the discharge of his said duty, and while 
actually engaged in discharging the same, shall contract an 
infectious or contageous disease, shall subject to the provisions 
hereinafter made, be entitled to his regular pay, during such 
time as the injuries so received or the disease so contracted shall 
render him unable to discharge his said duties: and such officer 
shall be reimbursed by the City for such medical and surgical 
expenses, necessarily incurred because of such injury or disease 
as shall be approved by the City Physician and the committee 
on police of the Board of Aldermen. 


The fact of such officer’s disability, however, must in all 
cases, be proven to the satisfaction of the Chief of Police; in 
addition to which, a certificate of such disability must be exe- 
cuted by the City Physician. 
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Section 2. In all cases arising from or based upon this 
ordinance, the Board of Aldermen may, by order, determine 
the period of time during which any officer shall receive his pay 
while absent from duty. 


All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 


No. 108. AN ORDINANCE, Providing for the Appoint- 
ment of a Sealer of Weights and Measures, Inspector of Petro- 
leum and a Smoke Inspector and Providing Salaries Therefor. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY or PITTS- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


That Ordinance Number 96 entitled ‘‘An Ordinance, Pro- 
viding for the appointment of a Sealer of Weights and Meas- 
ures, Inspector of Petroleum and a Smoke Inspector’’ be amend- 
ed and the same hereby is amended by striking out the whole 
of said Ordinance and substituting therefor the following: — 


SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


Section 1. The Mayor and Aldermen shall annually in the 
month of March appoint a sealer of weights and measures pro- 
vided for in Section 18 of Chapter 62 of the Revised Laws. 


Section 2. The sealer of weights and measures shall have 
and exercise the powers named in said Chapter 62 and statutes 
amendatory thereof. He shall care for and carefully preserve 
all the standard weights and measures owned by the city and 
shall provide suitable protection therefor. He shall keep in his 
file a descriptive list of all weights and measures which are the 
property of the City of Pittsfield and shall annually make a 
report of the transactions of his office to the Mayor and City 
Council. | 


Section 3. The salary of the sealer of weights and measures 
shall be six hundred dollars per annum. He shall account for 
and pay into the city treasury the fees received by him by 
virtue of his office. 
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INSPECTOR OF PETROLEUM. 


Section 4. The Mayor and Aldermen shall annually in the 
month of March appoint an inspector of petroleum provided 
for in Chapter 204 of the Acts of 1911. He shall hold his office 
until the first Monday in March in the year next ensuing or 
until his successor is appointed. He may be removed at any 
time for cause by the Mayor and Aldermen and if a vacancy 
occurs it shall be filled at once for the unexpired term. 


Section 5. The inspector of petroleum shall have and ex- 
ercise the powers named in said Chapter 204. He shall keep a 
record of all petroleum and the products thereof which he in- 
spects and he shall also keep a record of the fees received and 
by whom paid. He shall annually make a report of the trans- 
actions of his office to the Mayor and City Council. 


Section 6. The salary of the inspector of petroleum shall 
be three hundred dollars per annum. He shall charge for the 
inspection of petroleum or any of its products the sum of seven - 
cents for every one hundred gallons of such petroleum or any of 
its products inspected by him, which sum shall be paid by the 
persons or corporations that may require his services for such 
inspection, and all of said sums shall be paid into the city treas- 
ury. 


SMOKE INSPECTOR. 


Section 7. The Mayor shall annually in the month of 
January appoint a smoke inspector provided for in Section 125 
of Chapter 102 of the Revised Laws. He shall hold his office 
until the first Monday in February in the year next ensuing or 
until his successor is appointed. He may be removed at any. 
. time by the Mayor and if a vacancy occurs it shall be filled at 
once for the unexpired term. 


Section 8. The smoke inspector shall have and exercise | 
the powers named in Chapter 102 and statutes amendatory 
thereof. 
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Section 9. The smoke inspector shall annually in January 
report to the Mayor the transactions of his office during the 
preceding year and make such suggestions as he may deem 
proper. 


Section 10. The salary of the smoke inspector shall be one 
hundred dollars per annum. 


Section 11. The offices herein provided for may be held 
by one and the same person. 


Section 12. This Ordinance shall take effect upon its pas- 
sage and the person who, under the provisions of said Ordinance 
Number 96, was appointed to the various offices, above men- 
tioned, shall continue to hold the same until the end of the va- 
rious terms thereof. d 


Section 13. All Ordinances and parts of Ordinances in- 
consistent herewith are hereby expressly repealed.

No. 112 AN ORDINANCE, Amending Ordinance No. 
101 of the Series of 1912 Relative to Compensation and Vaca- 
tions in Fire Department. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CiTY COUNCIL OF THE City or PrrTs- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. Section 22 of Ordinance No. 36 entitled ‘‘An 
Ordinance, to revise and codify the Ordinances relative to Fire 
Department," as amended by Ordinance No. 49, as amended 
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by Ordinance No. 76, as amended by Ordinance No. 101 of 
the Series of 1912 is hereby further amended by striking out 
the whole of Section 22, as so amended, and substituting there- 
for the following :— 


Section 22. The compensation of the officers and members 
of the Fire Department shall be at the following annual rates:— 

Chief engineer, fourteen hundred dollars. 

Assistant engineer, twelve hundred dollars. 

Captains of fire stations, eleven hundred dollars. 

Permanent firemen, each, seven hundred and fifty dollars 
for the first year of service; eight hundred and fifty dollars for 
the second year of service; nine hundred dollars for the third 
year of service; and one thousand dollars a year after the third 
year of service. 

Permanent firemen, who, in addition to their other duties 
are engineers of steamers, one hundred dollars a year in addition 
to the compensation above provided for. But the chief engi- 
neer, assistant engineer, captains of fire stations and the me- 
chanician hereinafter mentioned shall not be entitled to this 
extra compensation. 

Call firemen shall be paid the compensation, quarterly pro- 
vided for in Ordinance No. 89. 

One of the permanent firemen, for whom provisions is now 
made by Ordinance, who is a mechanician, shall be paid eleven 
hundred dollars annually. 

Provided, however, that the yearly increase of salary, for 
which provision is herein made, and all subsequent annual in- 
creases of salary of anv fireman shall not be made, allowed or 
paid unless the fireman or firemen to be hereby benefited shall 
first obtain from the chief engineer and the assistant engineer 
a certificate stating that the qualifications and previous service 
of such firemen are and have been such as to entitle him or 
them to receive such an increase. 


This Ordinance shall take effect on the first day of October, 
A. D. 1913.

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No. 113. AN ORDINANCE, Regulating the Stopping of 
Vehicles near Hydrants. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL or THE CITY or PITTS- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


No vehicle of any description shall stand within 10 feet of a 
hydrant on North or West streets, from Union Depot to car 
barn. Signs, warning public, thereof shall be attached to said 
hydrants.

‘No. 114. AN ORDINANCE, Relating to Plumbing and 
Drainage of Buildings in the City of Pittsfield and to the Ap- 
pointment of an Inspector of Plumbing. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY or PITTS- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: | 


APPOINTMENT OF INSPECTOR OF PLUMBING. 


Section 1. Within a reasonable period of time after the 
passage of this ordinance and thereafterwards annually in the 
month of February, the inspector of buildings shall appoint an 
inspector of plumbing. Said inspector of plumbing shall hold 
office until the first Monday of March of the year next ensuing, 
or until his successor shall be appointed and shall have qualified. 
For the causes hereinafter specified, and for the failure of the 
said inspector of plumbing to otherwise properly perform his 
duties the inspector of buildings may at any time, remove him 
from office. In case the office of inspector of plumbing shall, 
for any cause, be or become vacant, the vacancy shall be im- 
mediately filled by the inspector of buildings for the unexpired 
term; and, in the event that the inspector of plumbing shall, 
for any cause, be temporarily unable to perform the duties of 
his office, then and in such case, the inspector of buildings may - 
appoint an acting inspector of plumbing, who shall, while so 
acting, have all the powers and perform all the duties of the 
regular inspector of plumbing. 
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SALARY. 


Section 2. The salary of the regular inspector of plumbing 
shall be at the rate of one thousand dollars ($1,000) per year 
and shall be payable in twelve monthly installments of eighty- 
three and thirty-three one-hundreths dollars ($83.33) each. 
The compensation of the acting inspector of plumbing shall be 
four dollars ($4.00) per day, while actually employed. 


DRAIN LAYERS AND PLUMBERS TO BE LICENSED. 
R. L. 103. 


Section 3. No person shall lay any drain connecting with 
a common sewer, unless licensed as a drain layer by the inspector 
of plumbing. No person, firm or corporation shall engage in 
or work at the business of plumbing, either as a master or em- 
ploying plumber, or as a journeyman plumber unless such per- 
son, firm or corporation has received a license or certificate 
therefor from the State Examiners of Plumbers in accordance 
with the provisions of chapter four hundred and fifty-five of 
the acts of eighteen hundred and ninety-four and acts in amend- 
ment thereof, in addition thereto, or in substitution therefor. 


QUALIFICATIONS OF DRAIN LAYERS. BOND RE- 
QUIRED. 


Section 4. No person shall be licensed as a drain layer until 
he has furnished the inspector of plumbing with satisfactory 
evidence of his ability and willingness to do the work in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this chapter and all ordinances of 
the city and with the rules and regulations of the board of 
health and of the board of public works and until he has executed 
a bond in the sum of three hundred dollars ($300.00) with such 
sureties as shall be approved by the inspector of plumbing for 
the faithful performance of the work of drain laying in conformi- 
ty with said provisions, rules and regulations. All licenses 
shall expire one year from date of issue. 
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PLANS OF PLUMBING AND HOUSE DRAINAGE TO 
BE FILED, ETC. 


Section 5. No person shall proceed to construct, add to or 
alter any portion of the plumbing or drainage system of a build- 
ing (except to make necessary repairs) until the owner builder 
or other person constructing the same has filed with the inspec- 
tor of plumbing a plan thereof showing the whole drainage 
system from its connection with the common sewer, or from its 
point of discharge to its terminus in the building, together with 
the location and sizes of all branches, traps, ventilating pipes 
and fixtures. 


WORK NOT TO COMMENCE UNTIL PLANS ARE 
APPROVED. 


No person shall commence work on such drainage or plumb- 
ing until the plans are approved by the inspector of plumbing. 
Plans and specifications shall be approved or rejected within 
one week of the time of filing. After a plan has been approved 
no alteration of the same shall be allowed, except on a new ap- 
plication and permit as provided in this section. All plans and 
applications filed under the provisions of this section shall in- 
dicate the location of the nearest sewer Y. 


PIPES, ETC., NOT TOBE COVERED UNTIL INSPECTED. 


Section 6. Pipes and other fixtures within a building shall 
not be covered or concealed from view until approved by an 
inspector of plumbing, who shall examine the same within 
three working days after notice that they are ready for inspec- 
tion. 


PLUMBER WHEN TO NOTIFY INSPECTOR. 


Section 7. The plumber in charge of the work shall notify 
the inspector of plumbing when the main drain, soil, waste and 
ventilating pipes are in place and before any fixtures are at- 
tached, and said plumber shall again notify said inspector when 
the work is completed and ready for final inspection, and all 
work must be left uncovered and convenient for examination 
until inspected and approved by the inspector. 
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PLUMBING; HOW TESTED. 


Section 8. All plumbing work in new buildings, and all 
new plumbing work in old buildings shall be tested in the pres- 
ence of the inspector of plumbing with the water test; or if 
that is impracticable, with the peppermint or other reliable test. 
Whenever the inspector of plumbing shall be notified by the 
owner or master plumber that the plumbing fixtures in the 
building are properly placed and ready for final inspection, shall 
visit said building, properly inspect said plumbing and properly 
test the same. All defective joints must be made tight. All 
defective pipe and fittings must be replaced by sound pipe and 
fittings before the inspector shall issue the certificate herein- 
after mentioned. All soil pipes and connections therewith 
must be in position before said test shall be made, otherwise 
the work shall not be approved by the inspector of plumbing. 


CERTIFICATES: TO WHOM ISSUED. 


No plumbing work shall be used until the inspector of plumb- 
ing shall have furnished to the owner of the building, or his 
duly authorized agent, and to the master plumber who has 
superintended the work, a certificate, stating the exact time of 
such inspection and test, and that said inspection shows and 
said test proves that said plumbing has been installed in com- 
pliance with the provisions and in accordance with the require- 
ments of this ordinance. 


MATERIAL AND WEIGHT OF PIPES, ETC. 


Section 9. All drains, waste and connecting ventilating 
pipes within the building and for a distance of at least four 
feet outside, shall be of cast iron of uniform thickness, and shall 
have an average weight not less than specified below, viz:— 
2 inch pipe, 5 1-2 lbs. per foot. | 
3 inch pipe, 9 1-2 lbs. per foot. 

4 inch pipe, 13 lbs. per foot. 
5 inch pipe, 17 lbs. per foot. 
6 inch pipe, 20 lbs. per foot. 
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All fittings used in connection with cast iron pipes shall be 
of corresponding weight and quality. 

Provided, however, that lead pipe may be used for short 
connections exposed to view, and that galvanized wrought 
iron pipe may be used, when satisfactory to the inspector of 
plumbing. But no brick, earthenware or sheet metal pipe shall 
be used in any part of the sewerage system within a building, 
or for the ventilation pipes within or outside the building. 
When lead pipe is used for waste or vent pipes it shall have a 
weight not less than specified as follows, viz:— 

1 inch pipe, 2 lbs. per foot. | 
1 1-4 inch pipe, 2 1-2 Ibs. per foot. 

1 1-2 inch pipe, 3 lbs. per foot. 

2 inch pipe, 4 lbs. per foot. 

3 inch pipe, 5 lbs. per foot. 

3 1-2 inch pipe, 6 1-2 Ibs. per foot. 

4 inch pipe, 8 lbs. per foot. 


CONSTRUCTION OF DRAIN OUTSIDE OF BUILDING. 


Section 10. That.portion of the house drain which is cut- 
side the building and more than four feet from the foundation 
walls shall be constructed of iron pipe or vitrified drain pipe as 
the inspector of plumbing may direct. 


CONNECTIONS, JOINTS AND FITTINGS OF PIPES. 


Section 11. All cast iron pipe before being connected shall 
be thoroughly coated, inside and out, with coal tar pitch, 
applied hot by immersion, or with some equivalent sub- 
stance satisfactory to the inspector of plumbing. Connections 
between lead and iron pipes shall be made with brass ferules, 
full size of the iron pipe, calked into the iron pipe with soft 
lead, and united to the lead pipe with a wiped joint. All 
joints in the cast iron pipe and fittings shall be run full of molten 
lead and thoroughly calked and made tight, and no putty or 
red lead shall be used. There shall be at least twelve ounces 
of soft lead used in each inch in diameter of pipe. All joints 
in wrought iron or brass pipe shall be made with screw fittings 
and red lead and joints in vitrified pipe shall be made tight un- 
der and around the pipe with neat hydraulic cement. 
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TRAPS, ETC., OF HOUSE DRAIN. 


Section 12. The house drain shall have a fall of one-half 
inch to the foot if possible, but never less than one-fourth inch 
to the foot without a special permit from the board of health, 
and shall be provided with a running trap, with an accessible 
cleanout, located at or near the point where it leaves the build- 
ing, and no other trap shall be placed in any soil pipe of the 
building. | 


DRAINS PASSING THROUGH WALLS. 


Where drain pipes pass through or under walls there shall be 
a relieving arch to prevent the pipes from injury by the settling 
of the masonary. ‘They must be securely fastened to the cellar 
wall, or suspended from the floor timbers in strong iron hangers. 
When this is impracticable they may be laid beneath the base- 
ment or cellar floor, but every part of every drain pipe so laid 
shall be in a brick trench, with a concrete base, and shall be ac- 
cessible through sufficient unattached covers. 


GREASE TRAPS. 


Grease traps may also be required at the discretion of the 
board of public works. All soil pipes when placed to exceed 
fifteen inches below a cellar bottom may be covered with soil, 
subject, however, to the conditions hereinafter set forth in this 
section. 


CLEAN-OUTS. 


In all such cases there shall be suitable clean-outs not more 
than twenty-feet apart on such lines. Each cleanout to be 
enclosed in a brick man-hole of suitable size, of not less than 
twenty by thirty inches, with at least eight inch walls; such 
man-hole to have an iron cover with a ring or rings set in flush 
with top of said cover. House traps and hand-holes to be en- 
closed in like manner. Said soil pipes to be tested before cov- 
ering with cold water pressure of not less than twenty pounds 
to the square inch. Bottom of man-holes to be of concrete and 
to extend under said brick walls. 
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ALL WORK TO BE UN DER SUPERVISION OF INSPEC- 
TOR. 


All of said work to be done under the supervision and to the 
satisfaction of the inspector of plumbing. 


FRESH AIR INLET PIPES. 


Section 13. There must be a fresh air inlet pipe entering 
the drain on the house side of the running trap, and at least 
twelve inches therefrom, of not less than four inches internal 
diameter, extending therefrom to the external air, away from 
all windows and cold air box of the furnace and protected from 
dirt and obstruction. 


CONSTRUCTION OF SOIL PIPES. 


Section 14. All soil pipes shall be of at least four inches 
internal diameter, and continued without traps and of undi- 
minished size at least two feet above the roof or six inches above 
the ridge, away from all windows and left open at the top. 


CONNECTIONS WITH PIPES. 


Section 15. All connections with horizontal or vertical 
pipes shall be made with Y branches and all changes in direction 
shall be made with curved pipes. 


WASTE PIPES TO BE FURNISHED WITH TRAPS. 


Section 16. The waste pipe of each and every sink, basin, 
bath tub, water closet, slop hopper and of each set of trays or 
other fixtures shall be furnished with a separate trap, which 
shall be placed as near as practicable to the fixture that it serves. 


AIR PIPES. 


Traps shall be protected from siphonage or air pressure by 
special cast iron pipes of a size not less than the waste pipes they 
serve, placed outside or below the trap, provided, however, that 
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such air pipes may be dispensed with in cases where the inspector 
of plumbing shall be satisfied that the traps used are of such a 
pattern or so arranged as to be properly protected from siphon- 
age without such special air pipes. Lead air pipes may be used 
only where they are.exposed to view. Air pipes for water closet 
traps shall be of two inch bore if thirty feet or less in length, 
and of three inch bore if more than thirty feet in length. Air 
pipes shall be run as directly as practicable and of undiminished 
size to the roof and carried up at least four inches internal diam- 
eter through the roof and at least two feet above it, or six inches 
above the ridge and left open. Two or more pipes may be con- 
nected together or with a soil or drain pipe, but in every case 
of connection with a drain pipe such connection shall be above 
the upper fixture of the building. In no case shall a soil, waste 
or ventilation pipe from a soil pipe or waste pipe be connected 
with a chimney. 

Soil, waste and vent pipes in an ell or extension shall be 
carried up above the roof of the main-building in the manner 
hereinbefore provided when otherwise they would open within 
twenty feet of the windows of the main building or of any ad- 
jacent building. 

But, notwithstanding anything in this section hereinbefore 
contained, the waste line of all fixtures, which are distant twelve 
feet or more from the main line, must be continued, undiminish- 
ed in size, upward through and at least two feet above the roof 
of the main part of the building within which such fixture is 
located. 


DRIP OR OVERFLOW PIPES, ETC. 


Section 17. Drip or overflow pipes from safes, under water 
closets and other fixtures or from tanks or cisterns, shall be run 
to some place in open sight, and in no case shall any such pipe 
be connected directly with a drain pipe. No waste pipe from a 
refrigerator or other receptacle in which provisions are stored, 
shall be connected with a drain pipe or other waste pipe. 
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Section 18. An open pipe, not less than two inches in dia- 
meter, of heavy cast iron or of galvanized wrought iron, must 
run from soil pipe outside, outermost trap to be at least two 
feet above the roof or six inches above the ridge: no part of 
this pipe may run through house or basement without a permit 
from the board of health. 


WATER CLOSETS TO BE SUPPLIED FROM TANK, 
ETC. 


Section 19. No water closet shall be supplied directly from 
the house supply pipe, but shall be supplied from a special 
water tank or cistern used for no other purpose, and the flooding 
pipe shall not be less than one and one-quarter inches in diame- 
ter. 


NO TRAP, ETC., TO BE USED FOR SOIL, ETC., PIPE. 


Section 20. No trap vent or back air pipe shall be used as 
a soil, waste or conductor pipe. 


RAIN AND SURFACE WATER NOT TO BE DIS- 
CHARGED INTO SEWERS. 


Section 21. Rain water conductors must not be connected 
with house drain or sewer, and surface water must not be al- 
lowed to enter drain or sewer. 


POSSESSION OF FALSE CERTIFICATES. 


Section 22. No person shall keep or exhibit any certificate 
purporting to have been issued by the inspector of plumbing 
unless such inspector has duly issued the same; and no inspector 
of plumbing shall issue any certificate, for which provision is 
above made in section 8, until he has made the inspection and 
test thereby required and has found the plumbing to be in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of this ordinance. 
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IMPROPER ISSUANCE OF CERTIFICATES AND PEN- 
ALTY THEREFOR. 


If, without having made the inspection and tests required 
by this ordinance; or, without having found the plumbing, to 
which such certificate refers, to be in accordance with the re- 
quirements in this ordinance above set forth; the inspector of 
plumbing shall issue the certificates mentioned in said Section 
8, or any of them, he shall be immediately removed from office 
by the inspector of building. 


DUTIES AND POWERS OF INSPECTOR. 


Section 28. The inspector of plumbing shall be sworn to 
the faithful discharge of his duties. He shall have the super- 
vision of all plumbing work in process of construction, alteration 
and repair. He shall have the authority, at all reasonable 
times, to enter any building and to examine and test the plumb- 
ing therein. He shall at all times, so far as his power and au- 
thority will permit, enforce compliance with the provisions of 
this ordinance and with the provisions of the statutes of the 
Commonwealth relating to plumbing. He shall immediately 
report to the inspector of buildings all violations of the said 
laws of the Commonwealth relating to plumbing, as well as all 
violations of this ordinance. 

Section 24. The inspector of building shall have control of 
the enforcement of all regulations regarding plumbing, and the 
general control and supervision of the inspector of plumbing. 
Immediately upon receipt of information by him that within 
his jurisdiction, the laws of the Commonwealth relating to 
plumbing have been in any way violated or that there has been 
a violation of this ordinance, he shall report such violation to 
the chief of police, who shall prosecute the violator before a 
court of competent jurisdiction. He shall also have authority 
at all reasonable times to enter any building and to examine 
and test the plumbing therein. 
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Section 25. Whoever violates any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be liable to a fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 


REPEAL. 


Section 26. Sections 29 to 48, inclusive, of chapter 16 of the 
general ordinances of 1900 and all ordinances and parts of or- 
dinances in amendment thereof, in addition thereto, or in sub- 
stitution therefor, and all other ordinances and parts of ordinan- 
ces inconsistent herewith, are hereby expressly repealed?

Thirteen and 50-100 dollars on every one thousand dollars of 
the average of the assessors’ valuation of the taxable property in 
said City for the three years next preceeding such assessment; 
such valuation being first reduced by the amount of all abate- 
ments allowed thereon previous to the 31st day of December 
in the year preceeding said assessment.

No. 116. ORDINANCE, Increasing the Salary of the City 
Solicitor, amending Section 1, of Chapter 9 of the General Or- 
dinances.

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No. 117. AN ORDINANCE, Designating the Position of 
Wires, Cables, etc., in Joint Common and Identical Locations: 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY oF PITTS- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. On all poles; used in common by the Pittsfield 
Electric Company, the New England Tel. & Tel. Company 
and the City of Pittsfield; the wires of the Pittsfield Electric 
Company shall be placed and maintained at the highest point 
consistent with safety, which point shall be at least five feet 
above the point at which the arm supporting the wires of the 
fire alarm and police signal systems of the City shall be attached 
to said poles. 


Section 2. The wires of the fire alarm and police signal 
systems of the City shall be placed and maintained on an arm 
attached to said poles at a height of at least eighteen inches 
above the lead cable or other wires of the New England Tel. & 
Tel. Company and on the side opposite to that upon which the 
said lead cable shall be placed and maintained. The wires of 
the fire alarm system shall be placed and maintained on said 
arm at a distance of at least twelve inches from the pole; and 
" the wires of the police signal system shall be placed and main- 
tained on said arm at a point at least 24 inches distant from said 


pole. 


Section 3. In locations where there are no lead cable, all 
wires must be placed and maintained at a point which shall be 
at least nineteen feet six inches above the traveled way. 


Section 4. All the wires of the New England Tel. & Tel. 
Company must. be placed and maintained at a point at least 
eighteen feet above the traveled way. 


Section 5. All boxes of the fire alarm and police signal sys- 
tems now in service, as well as those which may hereafter be 
installed, must be grounded by a three-fourths inch galvanized 
pipe, which pipe must be sunk in the ground a distance of at 
least four and one-half feet. 
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The provisions of this Ordinance shall apply to all corpora- 
tion which may hereafter transact, in this City, the business 
now transacted by the corporations above named; as well as 
to all corporations and persons that may hereafter transact a 
similar business.

No. 120. AN ORDINANCE, Amending Section 40 of 
General Ordinance No. 63. 


BE rr ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PITTS- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 
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That Section 40 of General Ordinance No. 63, as amended 
by Section 1 of General Ordinance No. 68, as amended by Gen- 
eral Ordinance No. 111 as amended by General Ordinance No. 
119. be and the same hereby is amended by striking out the 
whole of said Section and the whole of said amendments and 
by substituting therefor the following: 


Section 40. No person shall construct within a building a 
wiring system which is designed to carry an electric light, heat 
or power current, until the owner or person constructing the 
same has filed with the supervisor of wires a plan or specifica- 
tions thereof showing the whole wiring system within the build- 
ing and the points of connection with outside circuits. No 
person shall add to or alter within a building any portion of the 
wiring system which is designed to carry an electric light, heat 
or power current (except to make necessary repairs) until the 
owner or person constructing the same has filed with the super- 
visor of wires a plan or specifications thereof and of such por- 
tions of the whole wiring system within the building and the 
. points of connection with outside circuits as the supervisor of 
wires shall require. 


No person shall commence the work provided for in such 
plans or specifications, until they are approved in writing by 
the supervisor of wires. Plans and specifications shall be ap- 
proved or rejected within one week of the time of filing. After 
a plan or specifications has been approved, no alteration therein 
shall be allowed, except on a new application and permit as 
provided in this section. 


All electrical wiring, electrical apparatus or other electrical 
work that shall hereafter be constructed or installed within any 
building situated within the first and second fire districts, shall 
be constructed and installed in accordance with the following 
rules, viz: ' 


1. In both single and double houses situated in the second 
fire district the electric wiring may be constructed and installed 
in what is generally known as the knob and tube construction. 


l ha sh E PERPE 
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2. In the first and second fire districts all service wires shall 
be constructed and installed in conduit work and shall end in the 
cellar in an iron service box. 


3. All electrical wiring, in the basement or cellar of any 
building in both the first and second fire districts shall be com- 
pletely incased in a flexible steel cable or conduits. 


4. If the entrance conduit is more than 25 feet in length, it 
must be grounded to a water pipe. 


5. The grounding of all secondary wires in the first fire dis- 
trict shall be installed and maintained by the Pittsfield Electric 
Company or of any other company transacting a similar busi- 
ness to that of the Pittsfield Electric Company, according to 
Rule 15 of the National Code. 


6. The owner of buildings situated in the second fire dis- 
trict, or within the city limits farther from the center than is the 
second fire district, shall install and gound secondary wire in the 
following manner, namely:—By using a No. 6 B. & S. copper 
wire, and attaching same to water pipe in cellar of building; 
said wire shall be supported on ceiling of cellar by porcelain 
knobs or cleats, running boards shall not be necessary; provid- 
ing, however, that if the service entrance is larger than 6 B. & 
o. copper wire, the ground wire must be in accordance with Rule 
15 of the National Code. 


7. All new electrical wiring shall be constructed and install- 
ed in conduits; provided, however, that where any work has 
been done, in accordance with the construction prevailing and 
proper at the time of such construction, ordinary alterations 
may be made: (ordinary alterations to be construed and inter- 
preted as meaning short extensions to lamps and changing the 
position of said lamps.) 


8. Neither in the first or second fire district shall the main 
feed system or any of its branches be altered or extended unless 
such alteration or extension shall be made or installed in con- 
duits or flexible steel cable. 


9. In the first fire district all concealed work must be con- 
structed and installed in conduit or flexible steel cable. 
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All sockets which shall hereafter be placed on electrical fix- 
tures in the cellar or basement of any building situated within 
the city limits shall be porcelain sockets. And all electrical 
fixtures which shall be distant less than five and one-half 
(5 1-2) feet from water pipes shall have and contain thereon 
porcelain sockets. 


No wires specified in this section shall be covered or con- 
cealed from view, except as provided in the foregoing para- 
graphs, until approved by the supervisor of wires, who shall ex- 
amine the same within three week days (legal holidays excepted) 
after notice that they are ready for inspection. No electric 
current shall be turned upon such wires until they have been 
approved in writing by the supervisor of wires. 


Except as is herein otherwise provided, the Rules and Regu- 
lations of the National Electric Code as established from time 
to time shall be the standard of wiring.

The people of this City now seem to realize that the ques- 
tion of health is of great importance, and we are pleased to 
report that several organizations have been created during the 


year for the purpose of bettering the health conditions as they 
now exist. 


During the year these organizations have called to our at- 
tention conditions which needed attention, and we have so far 


as possible with the means at our command, endeavored to 
remedy the same. 


This year we have been allowed a garbage inspector and are 
pleased to report that complaints relative to the collection of 
garbage are gradually becoming less in number. 
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We still believe however that an incineration plant should be 
established but in view of the many other improvements which 
to us seem more important, it might be wise to delay the erec- 
tion of such a plant until April 1st, 1915, the date when the 
contract now in existence between the City and Garbage Col- 
lectors will expire. 


We regret that we are again obliged to recommend the 
erection of a contagious hospital. The City needs such an 
Institution and needs it badly. We cannot afford to delay this 
proposition any longer, and the Board of Health cannot reason- 
ably be expected to meet the existing conditions with credit to 
the Board or the City, unless this important matter is attended 
to. 


The following letter from Dr. Lyman A. Jones, State In- 
spector of Health, is worthy of consideration :—

DEAR Mr. EISNER:— 


I am aware that the matter of caring for cases of disease 
dangerous to the public health has received careul considera- 
tion, and that on former occasions the Board of Health has 
pointed out the necessity in Pittsfield for a hospital for con- 
tagious diseases. I also learn that the subject will be presented 
again in the annual report for the year just ended. 


I desire to emphasize the urgent necessity and need for such 
a hospital. During the past few years Pittsfield has grown 
rapidly. With this rapid growth have come many changes in 
the character of the population and in local conditions, which 
render the problem of caring for cases of communicable disease 
much more difficult and serious than ever before. This is es- 
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pecially true in view of the fact that cases of diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, typhoid fever, etc., have been increasing for several years, 
proportionally, more rapidly than the population. 


In many instances these diseases are spread because there is 
no possible way of securing proper isolation of the patient in 
the home, and thus preventing secondary cases. There is also an 
increasing number of boarding houses and tenements where 
boarders are taken which are liable to become distributors of 
infection at any time, simply because there is no suitable hos- 
pital to which patients from such places may be sent. 


Specific instances of this sort might be mentioned except 
that your Board is already familiar with them. 


It will give me pleasure if I can be of assistance in any way 
in furthering the building of a hospital for contagious diseases 
in Pittsfield.

We recommend that a Sanitary Inspector, and a nurse, be 
employed in this Department. 


If such Inspector is employed, his compensation should be 
sufficiently large to enable him to give his undivided time and 
attention to the affairs of the City. We know that such an 
employee will have no trouble in keeping busy. 


We learn that other Cities, whose population is less than that 
of Pittsfield, employ a woman nurse, and respectfully recom- 
mend the appointment of such a nurse. 


The good work that a competent nurse could do for the City 
is easily conceivable. 


We further recommend the acceptance of Chapter 786 of 
the Acts of the Year 1913, entitled, ‘‘An Act Relative to > Tene- 
ment Houses in Cities.” 
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The acceptance of this act will materially assist the Board, 
on account of the many new houses being built, and the changes 
and alterations made in tenement houses now occupied. 


In conclusion, bear in mind that no Board can do the best 
work without sufficient help or money.

REPORT 


OF THE 


INSPECTOR OF MILK, ANIMALS 
AND PROVISIONS. 


Pittsfield, Mass., February 28, 1914 
His Honor, the Mayor, and Honorable Board of Aldermen: 


Gentlemen :—I hereby submit my report as the Inspector 
of Meats, Milk and Provisions for the year of 1913. 


During the year, there were issued (70) seventy licenses to 
dealers in milk. There were also (17) seventeen oleomargarine 
registration certificates issued to oleomargarine dealers. The 
fees of milk licenses, ($35.00) thirty-five dollars, and fees for 
oleomargarine certificates, ($9.50) nine dollars and fifty cents, 
which totaled ($44.50), forty-four dollars and fifty cents, have 
been paid to the City Treasurer of Pittsfield. 


At my official spring inspection, there were examined physi- 
cally (1216) twelve hundred and sixteen animals; at this in- 
spection I found the meat, animal and cattle all in extremely 
good condition. 


Under Slaughter House Inspection, I inspected (1392) thir- 
teen hundred and ninety-two carcasses, consisting of (538) five 
hundred and thirty-eight beefs, (395) three hundred and ninety- 
five hogs, (298) two hundred and ninety-eight veals and (161) 
lambs. The number of carcasses I caused to be condemned 
on account of tuberculosis were (12) twelve, consisting of (10) 
ten beefs and (2) two veals. 
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The condemned carcasses were consigned to the rendering 
tank. The amount of pounds totaled approximately (4095) 
four thousand and ninety-five pounds. 


The total number in pounds of provisions condemned at 
markets and stores amounted to (385) three hundred and 
eighty-five. 


The milk test made for butter fats were 136, and in a ma- 
jority, I found the milk up to a standard.

To Hi» Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council: - 
GENTLEMEN :— 


The Overseers of the Poor of the City of Pittsfield herewith submit 
their annual report for the year, ending December 31, 1913. | 


The demands upon this department are increasing each year with the 
growth of the City. Work has not been as plenty as in other years and 
calls for help have been numerous. 


A law, entitled, "An act to provide for suitably aiding mothers with 
dependent children", was passed late in the year of 1913 and this Board 
has had but little experience with the new law so far. We think, however, 
that it will add greatly to the amount of aid that will be given in the com- 
ng year. 


So far as possible, employment is found for men who apply here for 
aid. 


We continue to have applications from a large number of deserted 
wives with small dependent children. Many complaints have been brought 
in the district court, and many men have been committed by the judge of 
the said court with instructions that the amount of $3 be paid from the 
earnings of the man. Under the uniform desertion act, passed by the legis- 
lature in 1911, we have been able to bring deserters back from other states, 
when they have deserted families here. We think as this law is better 
understood, that it will have a restraining effect upon the men who desert 
their wives and small children. 


We wish to acknowledge the corporation and assistance of the nu- 
merous charitable organizations of the City, as well as the many generous 
and charitable citizens. We also wish to acknowledge the large amount of 
charitable work by many of Pittsfield's physicians. 


In this report, no mention is made of Bills Payable and Bills Receivable, 
as they come in the cash payments and cash reimbursements of next year. 
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APPROPRIATIONS. - 


The appropriations for the Poor Department received and expended 
were:

Overdrawn, 200 00 
Regular appropriation for City Farm, 9,500 00

Total amount expended for Poor Department, $20,500 00 
Received in cash reimbursements from all sources, 4,317. 32 
The net expenditures for the Poor, $16,182 68 


This makes the net cost of maintaining the poor about forty-four and 
four fifths cents per capita of our City population.

The itemized expenditure for the twelve months of 1913 will show in 
the Relief Tables. 


Of the amount of $10,200 expended for Outside Poor, $6,732.37 was 
charged to the City of Pittsfield; $2,018.01 was expended for the State 
Poor; and $1,449.62 was for persons having a legal settlement elsewhere 
within the Commonwealth, but living in this City. 


The number of families aided in 1913 were 285, comprising 454 males 
and 473 females, making a total of 927 persons aided. 


Eleven persons having no settlement within the Commonwealth were 
sent to the state hospital at Tewksbury.

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CITY FARM. 


The hay crop was poor this season, but the vegetable crop was good 
and there is an abundance on hand for the winter. 


The inmates are carefully looked after by the warden, W. W. Shaw, 
l and the matron, Mrs. Abbie Shaw, and as a rule are happy and contented. 


There is need of some extensive repairs to the plumbing this year and 
the Board hopes to have a sufficient appropriation for repairs to fix over a 
bath room on the second floor. in the men’s department with modern 
fixtures and a new tile floor. There is also need of a new toilet room on 
the first floor in the men’s department and the Board recommends the 
building of a new laundry house and the taking of the old laundry room for 
a toilet room. 


The number of inmates are constantly increasing each year and it is- 
absolutely necessary from a sanitary standpoint to furnish proper toilet 
rooms at once. There were 60 inmates, January 1, 1914. Of this number 
42 were men and the toilet accommodations for these men are 3 closets, 1 
wash bowl, and 2 bath tubs.

To the Mayor and Members of the:City Government: 
GENTLEMEN : 


I have the honor of submitting my fourth annual report, 
which is the forty-second in the series. 


The report which follows attempts to bring out the salient 
facts of the year in respect to the growth, expenditures, and the 
educational advances made in the department. Again we 
have felt that the rapid rate of growth in school membership 
and the largely increased appropriation required demanded 
that this public report lay emphasis upon the financial statement 
in order that the needs of the schools might be understood. 
The present and future requirements in increased school ac- 
commodations are pointed out in a special section. ‘The crowd- 
ed conditions at the high school are emphasized more in detail 
in the special report of the principal. Several sections of the 
report deal with educational needs which are imminent in order 
that our schools may meet the requirements of our rapidly 
growing city and the economic demands of the times. Where 
the conditions and needs of the public schools are understood 
they rarely fail to receive ample and enthusiastic support. It 
has been our purpose to make this report as concise as possible 
in the hope that its brevity might lead to a more general reading 
and study than if it were encyclopedic in subject matter and 
exhaustive in statistical data. 


I wish to express to the School Committee my appreciation 
of their support and co-operation in our official relation, and in 
the cordial personal interest that has been manifested at all 
times.

FINANCIAL REPORT. 


Financial reports for school expenditures have but little 
significance in the gross amounts or when stated for a single 
year. To give an adequate conception of their value such 
figures should be arranged in comparative tables. If they deal 
with a rapidly growing school system there should be a state- 
ment of per capita cost in comparative tables, for per capita 
cost is the fundamental basis upon which public school expen- 
ditures rest. All these tables should include a percentage state- 
ment to show the sub-division of every dollar expended. Ar- 
ranged upon this basis the school expenditures may be analyzed 
for the purpose of discovering any weaknesses in the gross ex- 
penditures or in the ratio which the various items bear to the 
whole. Such a financial statement 1s of value to those who are 
interested with the expenditures of these funds, and is due to 
the general public. The appropriations for the maintenance of 
the public schools is by far the largest appropriation for the run- 
ning expenses of any municipal department. It is also as a rule 
granted the most cheerfully of any appropriation. For these 
reasons it becomes a duty to present the financial report as 
simply and frankly as possible. The public schools appropria- 
. tion is also distinguished among municipal expenditures as being 
almost entirely for fixed charges. For illustration the proposed 
budget for the year 1914 contains no item for extention of activi- 
ties or improvements. It is a request which holds strictly to 
the running expenses of the present system. It remains, there- 
fore, only to justify the amounts desired under the separate 
items to present a clear case. 


In the foregoing financial report Table A presents a state- 
ment of expenditures for the past two years together with the 
estimated expenses for the year 1914. These are arranged in 
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accordance with the municipal financial year, from January 
first to December thirty first. These gross amounts are followed 
by a percentage statement of increases, first of the budgets as a 
whole and then with the sub-division into teachers’ salaries, 
and the remainder of the budget. For the purpose of this dis- 
cussion I will include the corresponding percentages of increase 
for the previous year. |

In respect to the total budget the percentages show a consistent 
scale of increase. The significance of the percent of increase in 
the last two years is found in the table of ‘‘ Teachers’ Salaries.”’ 
It is noted that in 1913 there was an increase of 4.3%. This 
was due to the effect of the adoption of a new salary schedule for 
grade teachers. The low maximum of $680 per year was raised 
to $800 per year to be reached in three years. This at once 
affected a considerable number of teachers which with the ad- 
justment of the salaries of principals and supervisors to accord 
with the grade teachers fully accounts for the increase. This 
percentage of increase in salaries will hold until the teaching 
corps reaches a permanent status in relation to the salary sche- 
dule. Under ‘‘Remainder of Budget” there are variations in 
percentages with a notable decrease in the last two years. In 
1912 it was necessary to supply a considerable amount of lack- 
ing equipment in books and to replace many more which were 
worn out. With this expenditure the equipment was brought 
to a standard where it was necessary only to maintain it on a 
reasonable basis and to furnish the additional pupils with new 
material. This portion of the budget should agree with the 
growth of the school membership. The slight increase for 1914 
is due to a proposed readjustment of the salaries of janitors to 
the amount of $500. If the school system of the city continues 
to grow at the same general rate as for the last few years we may 
expect these percentages of increases to hold for several years. 
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After the schedule has reached a permanent basis as noted 
above there should be a decreased percentage of increase in this 
item. 

This discussion of the future increases in financial expendi- 
tures rests upon the assumption that the scope of activities of 
the public schools remains as at present. It is very apparent 
that this assumption will not hold from even a casual survey of 
educational conditions. School departments will either be led 
voluntarily to adopt a wider scope of responsibility or forced 
to do so by legislative enactment. The character of some of 
these new activities are suggested in later sections of this report. 


Tables B, C, and D are arranged according to the school fiscal 
years from September first to June thirtieth. This is in com- 
pliance with the requirements of the State Department and it is 
the period upon which all statistics dealing with percapita cost 
are based. Table C is arranged to show the per capita cost, 
and percentages under the six main items of expenditures with 
a comparison of the similar amounts for the previous school 
year of 1911-12. Only three items show any notable variation 
in the comparative percentages. The apparent decrease in 
the item for general control is subject to the explanation that 
in the figures for 1912-13 the salaries of the supervisors have 
been transferred to the items of ‘‘Salaries.’’ Applying this cor- 
rection to the statement for 1911-12 and the variation of amounts 
under ‘‘General Control” for the two years disappears. The 
comparison under ‘‘Salaries’’ brings out the effect of salary in- 
creases in gross amount, and the comparatively slight amount 
of variation caused thereby in the percentage columns. The 
actual percentage of seventy to seventy-five percent is a fair 
proportion to the whole, and is less than similar figures for many 
other cities. In the remaining items the large increase for the 
cost of ‘‘ Janitors, Fuel, Care” is explained in the foot note. If 
the payments for fuel were adjusted each year to compare with | 
the school fiscal year this item should average about $4.50 or 
13.5% per pupil. The brief statement of Cost Per Class of 
Pupils shows a large proportional increase in the per capita cost 
of the high school. This was due to two causes. During this 
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school year it becomes necessary to replace a large number of 
worn out books owing to the fact that the equipment had not 
been kept up to a normal standard. It was also necessary to 
give the science department an entirely new equipment. The 
second factor in the increase of the high school expense was 
brought about by the very rapid growth of this department 
and the expense involved in supplying the increased number of 
pupils with the necessary material. There were also some 
general improvements made in the building. To facilitate the 
administration of this school a new office was furnished for the 
principal, and a clock and telephone system was installed 
throughout the building. The per capita cost of high school 
pupils is always in excess of that for the elementary schools. 
The salaries are larger and the size of the classes much smaller. 
The comparative figures for cost of instruction being $44.18 for 
the high school against $21.34 for the elementary schools. The 
cost for books and supplies is also greater for the high school. 
The number supplied and initial expense of the books are much 
larger in the former instance. The amounts in this case being 
$7.09 against $1.33 per pupil for this item. This amount for 
the high school is in excess of the general average, and will show 
a reduction as the equipment is brought up to standard and the 
school approaches a more constant ratio of membership in pro- 
portion to the school system as a whole. 

Thus far this discussion has dwelt entirely with our local 
expenditures. Table D shows a comparison of our local expen- 
ditures with those of the state as a whole. It is to be noted that 
while our expenses are increasing steadily those for the state as 
a whole are increasing even more rapidly. The last available 
figures for the state give Pittsfield a rank of 29 among the 33 
cities, and a rank of 158 among all the cities and towns. With 
this ranking in the state the school department is not open to 
the criticism of relative extravagance in school expenditures. A 
general increasing scale of salaries and an enlarging scope of 
activities tend to steadily increase the per capita cost of instruc- 
tion in all public school systems. With this condition before 
us it becomes more and more important to show value received 
for the amount expended and that to render a careful account- 
ing to the public which bear the expense. 
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SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


With the completion of the Crane School, and with the 
Pomeroy School now under construction the subject of school 
accommodation becomes more definite. We have been strug- 
gling to catch up with the school membership which for several 
years had increased more rapidly than the school accommoda- 
tions. While there are still several points of congestion it 1s now 
possible to plan more definitely for the future. Estimates of 
future growth can be estimated closely enough to be a safe 
guide in formulating a building program. It remains to choose 
the sites for new buildings so that the present population is 
cared for conveniently, but which also will prove to be equally 
advantageous locations for the future growth of the school dis- 
tricts. New buildings in growing sections should be located 
well on the outside of the district. As development takes place 
the school becomes the center of its district and offers equal ad- 
vantages to all. The Dawes, Crane and Pomeroy Schools have 
been so located. "The location of the former has been justified. 
This will be equally true of the other two within a few years. 
The question of site for any proposed school building should in- 
volve a careful study of the district in relation to its future 
possibilities. 


The present needs are an eight room addition to the Dawes 
School and a large addition to the high school. The condition 
at the Dawes School has been pointed out in detail in a former 
report. It is only necessary to state that these conditions are 
growing steadily worse in this school located as it is in one of the 
most rapidly growing sections of the city. We are familiar 
with the phenominal growth of our high school. The necessity 
of immediate relief is pointed out 1n the special high school re- 
port. The seating capacity is overtaxed. There is a woeful 
lack of recitation rooms, and laboratories, with no provision for 
development of the curriculum along modern lines. We are 
endeavoring to give proper attention to almost twice the num- 
ber of pupils for which the building was originally designed. 
When the Pomeroy School is ready for occupancy much of the 
present congestion in many of the schools will be relieved. 
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There remains, however, a problem in the Pontoosuc and Rus- 
sell Schools. The former school contains six grades. The 
upper two grades should attend Russell School, but have been 
obliged to go to the Mercer School over a mile away from the 
district. The Russell School is unable to care for its natural 
district and has each year transferred pupils to the Mercer 
School. There appears to be no solution of this problem other 
than to erect a four room addition to the present building. 
An eight room building is totally insufficient for a school district 
within the central portion of the city. 

A glance ahead for three years shows that the next school 
will be required somewhere to the east of the Dawes School. 
The present condition of what is known as the Lakewood dis- 
trict and the.rapid development of the district bordering Elm 
Street clearly indicates that the Dawes School even with the 
proposed addition will prove to be inadequate to cover this 
entire district. 

The above mentioned additions to present buildings with 
the one new school mentioned are beyond dispute. It is perhaps 
not feasible at this time to further forecast the future. Our 
school membership 1s growing from three to five hundred pupils 
per year. It is obvious that as long as the city continues to 
grow these pupils will require accommodation somewhere, and 
that the city faces a steady building program in school buildings. 


UNUSUAL CHILDREN. 


In almost every room in any school system there are from 
one to six pupils who may be termed unusual children. The 
conditions are especially prevalent in industrial communities. 
This body of pupils includes children of sub-normal intelligence, 
those of abnormal tendencies, those who are incorrigible, over- 
age pupils of foreign birth, and those whose families move about 
so frequently that the children cannot be properly graded in 
any school system. The presence of this group presents an 
acute problem for the teachers. If these pupils received the 
attention necessary to assure progress the remaining and by far 
the larger number of pupils are robbed of their due share of the 
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teacher’s time. The teacher in her endeavor to do justice to 
both groups succeeds with neither. She cannot make satisfac- 
tory progress with the normal and larger group nor can she give 
sufficient time to the small unusual group to bring about any 
appreciable progress. In consequence of this impossible situa- 
tion there is a slowing up of the whole system, and an entirely 
unsatisfactory result is obtained in respect to the unusual chil- 
dren. The proper development of all pupils is made impossible 
by making one teacher responsible for both groups. 


The obvious solution of this difficulty is to segregate these 
unusual children under such conditions that they are able to 
secure adequate individual attention. In large buildings there 
are a sufficient number of such children to form a special class. 
In smaller buildings it is customary to select some convenient 
center to serve two or more schools. The work in such classes 
must be almost entirely individual, and this necessitates small 
classes. There is no attempt at gradation or of a regular sche- 
dule of progress. The need of each pupil is studied, and the 
work is planned accordingly. The intellectual growth of such 
children is usually stimulated and developed through manual 
activity hence this phase of education is strongly emphasized. 
The nature of this work with unusual children demands the 
highest type of teaching service. The teacher should be a wo- 
man of the broadest sympathies, possessing infinite patience 
and tact. These characteristics must be in connection with 
rare teaching skill. 


This phase of public education has been recognized part of 
an efficient system for some years. The results have exceeded 
the expectations of the earlier advocates. The aversion which 
might be expected from the parents toward having their chil- 
dren assigned to such a class does not appear where the situation 
is handled tactfully. On the contrary the usual experience is 
that the number of voluntary requests to have children admitted 
to such classes where they receive special attention would if 
granted far exceed the capacity of the rooms. A typical class 
of this type shows very gratifying results. One third of the 
children have remained in school after sixteen years of age, one 
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tenth entered the high school and eight tenths remained after 
passing the compulsory age of attendance. The figures suggest 
that such children are not infrequently sufferers from retarded 
development, abnormal tendencies, or temporary disarrange- 
ment of their work, rather than from permanently deficient 
mentality. As one superintendent states, ‘‘instead of occupy- 
ing a place of daily humiliation by reason of constant comparison 
with their neighbors in a regular grade, they find themselves 
in an environment in every way calculated to encourage and 
stimulate. They were no longer regarded by their teacher as 
an unfortunate dispensation of Providence to be tolerated and 
deplored. They become the objects of unusual care. Their 
self-respect immeasurably increased. An astonishing amount 
of ambition was developed. Every device which tact and sym- 
pathy and study could originate was constantly employed to 
foster their development." The measure of benefit is two-fold. 
The efficiency of the regular grades is increased while the special 
classes are the educational salvation of those who attend them. 
Any device which improves the efficiency of the grades serves 
to decrease the rate of non-promotions. This saving can be 
estimated in terms of expenditure and should make a direct 
appeal to the tax payer. The benefit to the unusual child is 
related wholly to the value one places upon common humanity 
and the future usefulness of each individual. If the matter 
could be calculated upon a financial basis it is probable that the 
apparent extra expense would be over balanced by the saving 
in the whole system as suggested above. Even if the balance 
could be demonstrated to be the other way it 1s a question if 
the slight added expense was not entirely justifiable. "There is 
absolutely no question, however, that without such classes the 
work of most schools is seriously hampered and that the children 
in question are practically marking time until they can or will 
leave school unfitted for their future. It would require but a 
brief season of visiting school to convince any skeptic of this 
point which is so apparent to every administrating officer and 
teacher. | 
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VOCATIONAL TRAINING. 


The desirability of vocational training as a phase of public 
education is now so well established in the minds of educators 
and the public that it needs but little discussion. This point 
of agreement has been reached through several years of careful 
investigation of our national situation and by thorough study 
of the system of vocational schools which exist in Europe. 
Moreover we now have in our own country a sufficient number 
of such schools of diversified aims and practices to afford a field 
for observation and guidance. 


Granted the desirability of vocational training the problem 
which now confronts the educator is most perplexing. The 
strongest and keenest advocates of such training fail to agree 
in respect to its form and method of establishment. The 
schools already in existence present the widest differences in 
their aim and scope. A few have failed to meet the expecta- 
tions of their promoters. This has not been an altogether un- 
looked for phase of the situation. "There must be a period of 
experimentation, and great credit must be given those who 
have had the courage to attempt to improve their educational 
systems. Even though the attempt has been a failure valuable 
data has been afforded for the guidance of all. Out of a vast 
amount of discussion and a limited amount of experimentation a 
few fundamental facts have been established. Because it will 
be but a short time before the establishment of some phase of 
vocational training will be a local issue I purpose to state briefly 
the facts which this phase of education must recognize. 


As three groups of pupils must be considered one type of 
school will not meet the full requirement. The boy is not 
wanted in the shop before he is sixteen. Neither is he physically 
able to do the work of a trade school before this age. Yet the 
work of the school must be done in part before this time. Large 
numbers of pupils leave school at fourteen years of age before 
the completion of the elementary grades, either because they 
are not mentally equipped to complete the work as at present 
arranged or because they have become dissatisfied with the curri- 
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culum and prefer to seek employment. Such boys find that 
they are not wanted as apprentices or learners in the trades. 
These juvenile workers find employment requiring no skill or 
affording no valuable instruction for a future occupation. The 
report of the Massachusetts Industrial Commission states it as 
follows: ‘‘For the great majority of children who leave school 
at fourteen and fifteen, the first three or four years are practically 
waste years, so far as the productive value of the child, and so 
far as increasing his industry and productive efficiency are 
concerned. The employments upon which they enter demand 
so little individual skill that they are not educative in any 
sense." Thus there are the three distinct periods which must 
be recognized; the age of compulsory attendance; the period 
between fourteen and sixteen years of age; and following six- 
teen years of age. It is plain that if some preparatory vocational 
training is not given before the boy is fourteen sufficient to 
arouse his interest he will leave school and enter upon a period 
of ‘‘waste years." If such preparatory training be given he 
may be held until he is desired by the trades when an intensive 
definite training for a trade may be undertaken. This program 
would cover three years of preparatory vocational training in 
the elementary schools followed by two in the high school period, 
and concluded by an intensive training in a trade school of per- 
haps two years more. It is apparent therefore that three dis- 
tinct types of schools are required if an effective scheme is to 
be followed. Even with this arrangement it is not clear which 
pupils shall be selected for the elementary vocational training 
in the grades. In this country the boy does not necessarily fol- 
low the father in his trade, nor would we permit the arbitrary 
selection of boys for certain trades. The primary principal of 
our democratic government would forbid such a procedure. 
There would be very evident cases of boys who should or should 
not be differentiated at twelve years of age for such training. 
Between these extremes would lie the vast majority of boys 
yet too young to show any tendency toward the occupation for 
which they are best fitted. It would be folly to leave this most 
vital matter in the hands of the grade teachers or even to the 
majority of parents. Who shall take the responsibility and 
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how it shall be done is perhaps the most important and trouble- 
some question before us. To be sure this training in the grades 
should be extremely elementary. Nevertheless the distinction 
has been made and it practically determines the trend of the 
future education. This has given rise to the chief criticism of 
the whole plan of vocational training. This criticism is based 
upon the ground that such a differentiation of pupils will create 
class distinction, and make it more difficult for the boy with 
dormant ability to obtain later the fulfillment of his natural 
endowment. 

It is hardly to be expected that ‘‘ vocational guidance" will 
ever reach a perfected form but the general principal upon which 
the distinction of pupils shall be based must be determined be- 
fore wecan move with any security. It also becomes more and more 
settled that the general plan and scope of vocational training 
must be governed largely by local conditions and sentiment. 
It does not follow that the type of schools in one city can be 
adopted by another with any certainty of success. In no two 
places are all the conditions sufficiently alike to warrant this 
procedure. 

The whole matter of vocational training is particularly perti- 
nent in Massachusetts at this time because of the recently en- 
acted laws regarding the employment and school attendance of 
children. Under the present law a child may become employed 
at fourteen years of age. If not employed or if he leaves his 
place of employment he must attend school until he is sixteen 
years of age. "This latter provision of the law almost pre-sup- 
poses some types of vocational school. It is of no avail to keep 
in the regular school the boy or girl who prefers to work or to 
force back those who have been employed and lose their posi- 
tions. Not only does it avail them little or nothing, but they 
become a decided detriment to the remainder of the class they 
may enter. If this law remains in force industrial cities will be 
forced to establish vocational schools for such pupils. Pittsfield 
has not felt the pressing need of such schools because its largest 
industry maintains such a school for its employees. Neverthe- 
less as our industries increase and the public becomes cognizant 
of the future of public education vocational training will become 
a part of our school curriculum. 
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The discussion of vocational training has been instrumental 
in arousing the student of education to an appreciation of the 
desirability of standards for measuring the educational value of 
our elementary public school curriculum. Education has been 
in the main theoretical and has depended for its authority largely 
upon tradition. Economic conditions have changed rapidly, 
but education has lagged behind through lack of definite princi- 
ples and measures. There have been no established truths 
upon which to build. Within a few years there has developed 
an earnest endeavor to give each subject in the curriculum a 
critical analysis, and to establish some basis upon which the 
relative values of the different subjects might be determined. 
This has resulted in the compilation of a mass of experimental 
data which in turn is under examination as to its accuracy and 
the soundness of any deductions which may be drawn from such 
data. While we still lack any universal educational axioms 
the influence of this period of examination has made itself very 
generally felt. One manifestation has been in the revision of 
our courses of study tending toward a decided simplification of 
the subject matter. Our aim is to present only the material 
which has a bearing upon the life of the child, and at a time when 
it is most easily assimilated or pertains most closely to the in- 
terests of the child. Stated conversely the object has been to 
reject the subject matter that could not justify itself in its 
‘utilitarian, cultural or moral value, and to rearrange the time 
of presentation in a way to avoid the past waste of time and 
effort. In short a systematic study of conditions has led to an 
honest endeavor to bring the curriculum down to the possibili- 
ties of the child rather than to force the child to fit into dogmatic 
and traditional schemes of education formulated upon theoreti- 
cal principles. 


In common with other school systems we are engaged in re- 
arranging our course of study to conform with the best practices, 
and our own peculiar needs. In carrying on this work we have 
recognized that none were better able to judge of the merits 
and weaknesses of a course of study than those in immediate 
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contact with the pupils. Consequently the work of revision 
has been done by committees of principals and teachers. These 
committees have gathered from other teachers all the suggestions 
possible. They have consulted freely such information as could 
be gathered concerning similar work being done elsewhere. 
These committees have presented revised outlines which have 
been put into effect for trial. It is to be expected that further 
revision will be necessary as weaknesses are disclosed or as con- 
ditions may change. Nevertheless we are satisfied that a big 
step forward has been taken. Under the new arrangement the 
pupils will receive a more thorough drill in the fundamentals 
and will leave our elementary school better able to continue 
their education or to take their places in active life. Our study 
has disclosed weaknesses hitherto unexpected, and the need of 
an elastic system suited to the many varying needs. In all this 
work we have striven to start at the foundation of the matter 
and upon this to build the superstructure. As a teaching body 
we are very conscious of the fact that there is and always will be 
a sufficient study and work of this nature to keep us alive, and 
to free us from danger of falling into the ruts which mark a 
deteriorating school system. Upon the principle that all may 
have a part and voice in shaping out school activities the schools 
are sure to make progress, and we will obtain results comparable 
in a measure with the effort put forth.

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MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


The reports for the second year of medical inspection are 
very encouraging in what has been positively accomplished in 
certain directions. They are also significant of what should 
and could be accomplished by an extension of this important 
auxiliary to our general school work. With a large increase 
of membership there has been an actual decrease of 158 or 30% 
in the number of pupils excluded for contagious diseases. For 
pediculosi there were 93 or 28% less exclusions than the year 
before. This general improvement permits the conclusion that 
the necessity of personal cleanliness is being impressed upon 
the homes. This is of direct benefit to the children concerned, 
and reacts favorably upon the other pupils in that they are there- 
by exposed to fewer possibilities of contagion. In the case of 
pediculosi we have attempted to save the loss of school time by 
the pupils so afflicted by treating the cases at the school and. 
permitting the pupils to continue in the school. This method 
has proved effective in other cities. The great benefit of medical 
inspection cannot be tabulated. We refer to the protection 
afforded the healthy children from the danger of contagion. 
In no instance has there been any epidemic of serious diseases, 
a result brought about by constant vigilance and prompt action 
in suspicious instances. While diseases such as measles or 
whooping cough may be prevalent it is doubtful if the school is 
the source of contagion. Such diseases do not call for quaran- 
tine and the families in the neighborhood intermingle freely. 
We have known instances where social gatherings have been 
held in homes where the so called children’s diseases were at 
their height. Under such conditions with no physicians in at- 
tendance it would be strange if semi-epidemics did not follow. 


The report in the annual physical examinations shows en- 
couraging decreases in cases of eye and teeth and throat trouble. 
The percentages of eye trouble 11.1% and of defective teeth 25% 
are far too large even though they have been reduced. That 
the eyes of one child in ten should receive attention, and one in 
every four needs immediate treatment of their teeth is a serious 
matter. The majority of these children are from homes where 
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ignorance, poverty or both stand in the way of any action. 
The repeated written notices from the schools are of no avail. 
By this neglect the health and school work of the children 
suffers, and their future health and consequent usefulness is 
seriously threatened. We can but repeat the recommendation 
of last year for a school nurse to supplement the school physi- 
cians. A competent and tactful nurse by following up the cases 
into the home could'raise the standard of personal hygiene, and 
might in time almost eradicate the diseases caused by filth and 
neglect. Many parents could be persuaded to avail themselves 
of the free clinics or consult a private physician. The nurse 
would be in a position to prevent an abuse of free clinics. Her 
work would be a source of valuable information to all the public 
and private charitable organizations of the city. What it 
would mean to the children who suffer from neglect, to those 
who are exposed to contact and to possible contagion can be 
very readily imagined. What it would mean to the city to have 
a better standard of cleanliness in the homes, and to have as 
future citizens children whose physical defects had been cor- 
rected is unestimable. At present we are expending an amount 
of money for medical attention with good results. These results 
are far from satisfactory, but might be made so by the further 
expenditure of an amount sufficient to secure a school nurse. 


EVENING SCHOOLS. 


The evening schools are completing a term which has been 
characterized by the largest attendance ever recorded in this 
city. There has been a maximum attendance of 660 in all de- 
partments with an average attendance of 397. Outside of the 
elementary and regular grade classes the response has not been 
satisfactory. There were offered all high school subjects for 
which there was a demand. Classes in mathematics and me- 
chanical drawing were formed. These two classes show a com- 
bined maximum attendance of 27 for one evening, with an av- - 
erage attendance of 13. A special effort was made to strengthen 
the commercial department by offering regular courses for which 
diplomas were to be granted upon the completion of these 
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courses. The experience was about that of former years. The 
largest attendance was 76. This number steadily decreased 
until there were but twenty in attendance with four teachers in 
charge. The school was closed. The class in bookkeeping was 
transferred to the other building. It appears to be an open 
question whether it is advisable to continue this department 
another year. There does not appear to be any great demand 
for commercial subjects, and the majority who enroll at the 
beginning of the term soon become discouraged and drop out. 
As was pointed out in the report of last year there is no question 
concerning the value of the service rendered in the elementary 
classes. This continues to be the most heavily and regularly 
attended department of the evening school. The compulsory 
attendance law for illiterate minors accounts for but a part of 
the spirit of interest shown. The majority of those who are 
learning to read and speak English show a keen enthusiasm to 
master the language of their adopted country.

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MEMBERSHIP AND ATTENDANCE. 


While detailed statistics of membership and attendance 
appear at the close of the report one item is worthy of special 
note because of its bearing on any discussion concerning new 
school buildings and expenditures for maintenance. 

The comparison of school membership for the fall term each 
year shows the rate of increase in the number of pupils for which 
we must provide schools, teachers and the proper facilities for 
doing the work. Below are the figures for the last two years.

These rates of increase are unusual and are in excess of any 
previous year. Few if any cities in New England will show 
such large percentages for one year. These additional pupils 
would if so placed fill every seat in a twelve room school build- 
ing. This does not make the proposal for a new building each 
year appear at all excessive for our legitimate needs.

My dear Mr. Persons — 


I herewith present my third annual report as principal of 
the Pittsfield High School. 


There are presented below some statistical tables that are 
in the main self-explanatory, but which may be of interest in 
connection with what follows. We have collected during the 
past year a considerable amount of data bearing upon various 
phases of the school and its development which is not presented 
here as it is technical, rather than of general interest, and is 
mentioned only because upon it are based certain statements 
of this report that otherwise might seem to be dogmatic as- 
sumptions.

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THE SEMESTER PLAN AND THE COURSE OF STUDY. 


Hereafter the time unit of promotions will be the semester, 
or half year, instead of the whole school year as heretofore. 
Promotions will be by subjects, and class groups—Freshman, 
Sophomore, Junior, Senior—will be determined by the number 
of credits secured. One period per week for one semester in 
any prepared subject will give one credit toward graduation. 
Thirty-eight credits (which should be increased to forty next 
year) are the minimum credits which will secure promotion to 
the next higher class of the School. 152 credits (to be increased 
to 160) are required for graduation in the academic course. 
The credit scheme for the Commercial pupils is still in the pro- 
cess of development. It is the plan to make the requirements 
commensurate with those in the academic department. The 
‘‘ Deficiency Group" plan tried during the year has materially 
reduced the percentage of failures. A modification of this plan 
is being incorporated into the semester scheme of promotions 
by subjects and should prove of advantage to many pupils. 


The lines of demarcation between the different courses of 
study offered are largely artificial. The work as now organized 
allows of easy transfer from one course to another without loss 
of time to the student in securing graduation credits, while at 
the same time it secures to all a systematic development of work 
along definite major and minor groups of correlated subjects 
and makes it possible that every day’s work may count toward 
entrance credits in the various higher institutions for which the 
pupils may be preparing. I believe it is little short of an educa- 
tional calamity that our present restricted quarters forbid the 
offering of any work to high school pupils in Manual and House- 
hold Arts. Less than forty per cent of the pupils who enter the 
high school at all are ever graduated. Less than thirty-five 
per cent of those who graduate pursue their education further. 
Only about five per cent of our average yearly membership ever 
secure any more advanced training. And these boys and girls 
of today, together with those of less schooling are going to de- 
termine the degree of culture, the civic status and the industrial 
and commercial efficiency of the community as the men and 
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women of tomorrow. We are sending five per cent of our boys 
and girls to higher institutions in preparation for specialized 
service, and permitting ninety-five per cent to drift into the 
maelstrom of civic activity with a purely bookish knowledge and 
Chance as the determining factor of their careers. I urged this 
matter in my last report and refer to it again here, not that we 
can do much at present, but because the issue must be attached 
now—because we must look ahead—in order to determine the 
policy of development for the immediate future. 


THE POLICY OF DEVELOPMENT. 


The high school has now reached the period when a deter- 
mination must be made as to its future policy of development. 
We must decide whether the school shall become a general or 
cosmopolitan high school, continuing under one head the various 
lines of school work which shall be pursued—Classical, General, 
Commercial, Manual Arts—or shall break up into its component 
parts of two, three or more separate and distinct schools, under 
separate administrations and with separate acommodations, 
fitted for the peculiar needs of each department of high school 
training. This determination of policy in administration be- 
comes imperative in order that a policy of providing accommo- 
dations may be entered upon. From the financial standpoint, 
considering the duplication of buildings and their cost of main- 
tenance, the duplication of administrative forces and teachers, 
and of various equipment and utilities of the school, there is 
but one conclusion. 


A few years ago the organization of special schools in cities 
large enough to furnish a clientele was rather pronounced and 
during this time many such schools were established. At pres- 
ent there is a strong reaction and tendency in the opposite direc- 
tion, and most cities large enough to have several schools are 
holding to the composite plan for its several units. The con- 
siderations that have lead to this result have been the excessive 
cost which seems not to have been justified; the unwholesome 
rivalry between such schools in many communities; the difficul- 
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ties inherent in such an arrangement for easy transfer of pupils 
from group to group when such has been desired; the springing 
up of unfortunate artificial social distinctions; and the failure 
of the special schools plan to meet the ideals of its sponsors. 


NECESSITY FOR INCREASED ACCOMMODATIONS. 


While statistics of the school year 1913-14 do not form a 
logical part of this report, some consideration of present condi- 
tions is necessary to base the urgent demand for increased ac- 
commodations of the high school. We have at this writing an 
enrollment of 945 and an actual membership of 891. Thirty- 
six teachers (not counting the principal) doing full time work, 
and two special teachers doing part time work, conduct 834 
recitation periods per week, 123 recitations per week in excess 
of last year. It is interesting to note that the whole increase 
of the city schools (including the high school) has been about 
seventy per cent in the past two years. During this same 
period the increase of enrollment in the high school has been 
over two hundred per cent and that three-fourths of all this 
increase has come since 1910. | 


As has so often been stated and as frequently ignored by 
those not familiar with the workings of a high school, the capaci- 
ty of a high school building depends not alone on the number 
of possible seatings, but on possible recitation units as well. 
It would be of little avail to seat a hundred extra pupils unless 
places for recitations could also be provided, and we have now 
reached the limit of seatings possible. The relief afforded by 
utilizing the Read Building two years ago has already ceased to 
exist. This building originally built for grade work does not 
have additional class rooms or laboratories and we are using the 
two third story halls which are extremely ill suited to class work. 
Because of the congestion at the lunch counter and the impossi- 
bility of accommodating all our students at one recess period, 
the commercial section has its recess and lunch at a different 
time from the other pupils. This gives a different time schedule 
for recitations in the two buildings and makes almost impossible

the desired interchange of pupils and teachers from one building 
to the other were it otherwise feasible. The direct result of 
this feature is that many pupils are prevented from taking de- 
sired work in the building other than that of their major work 
without duplicating teachers and classes in both buildings at 
an increase in cost all out of proportion to the ordinary cost of 
instruction. Did this factor of different time schedules not 
prevent the interchange of pupils and teachers and were an 
otherwise unnecessary duplication of classes expedient, we 
should still be debarred from so doing because neither building 
could accommodate the extra demand for recitation groups. I 
want to make it plain that we have already passed the point 
where the school can be administered either economically or 
efficiently in the educational sense. The Theorem of Limits, 
whereby we approach indefinitely a given point, but never reach 
it, is a beautiful example of abstract reasoning in the realm of 
mathematics, but the pity is we cannot successfully apply it to 
the capacity of a school plant to accommodate its pupils. 


The scheme of Afternoon Sessions as a possible solution of 
the difficulty has been considered and found wanting, except 
as a make shift expedient for temporary relief. That many 
cities have been forced to the plan is no argument in its favor as 
an educational proposition. Such an arrangement would be 
maintained at a monetary loss and at the expense of the educa- 
tional need of the city. It is to be hoped that the suggestion of 
Afternoon Sessions will not be seriously considered either by 
the committee or the community except to bridge over a definite 
short time necessary for the construction of increased building 
accommodations. It would be a decided step backward and 
would almost certainly cost all that has been recently attained 
in the direction of more efficient organization. 


It would seem to be possible to increase the present plant 
by building an addition on its eastern side back to Second St. 
and secure total accommodations for the high school of a city 
of sixty or sixty-five thousand inhabitants. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 


(1) I want to renew my recommendation of last year that 
there be secured for the high school a physical director who shall 
have charge of the general physical welfare of the school (which 
is of equal importance with its mental welfare), and who is 
competent also to take charge of the athletic teams. 


(2) Any actual organization of courses in Manual Arts 
must await increased facilities, but the subject should be con- 
sidered in order that any proposed courses may be provided for. 


(3) Increased accommodations. 


It is with sincere appreciation that I express to you, Mr. 
Superintendent, and through you to the members of the Com- 
mittee my indebtedness for the unvariable consideration I have 
received from the Department of Education in endeavoring to 
discharge the duties incumbent upon the principal of vour high 
school.

DEAR SIR: 


I have the honor to submit my report relative to the depart- 
ment of music under my charge. 


The music in the High School is elective. There are two 
choruses working on miscellaneous numbers. Last year the 
choruses studied Gaul’s Holy City and had so well prepared it, 
that had it been deemed advisable to put it on, it would have 
been a credit both to the school and city. I believe the giving 
of such a work with soloists and orchestra gives pupils more 
actual training than thev can otherwise get in High School 
music. At the suggestion of Mr. Wraught music has been taken 
up at the Commercial High School. The entire school partici- 
pating with a good degree of interest. 


In the grammar schools I am giving especial attention to 
tone production. I believe this to be necessary for the develop- 
ment and protection of the pupils voice. As the teachers hear 
it taught and teach themselves they become better able to 
judge a correct tone and therefore handle the work better. 
The boys are as much interested in the singing as the girls. I 
would commend the teachers in their earnest efforts and the good 
results obtained.

Good results in music continue to manifest themselves, and 
the past year has been one of gratifying progress. 


The teachers appreciate the necessity for soft singing and 
proper care of the child voice, as the children realize the fact 
that hand in hand with their love for music that is encouraged 

and fostered by the teachers is the necessity for serious study of 
the subject. 


Last term Dr. Dann’s Manual of Musical Dictation was in- 
troduced in to the schools. This book makes the work very 
definite because it contains lesson plans for each mouth carrying 
out the ideas that were already in use before its introduction. 
For the benefit of new teachers to whom the work is unfamiliar 
a class has been formed for the study of methods and material. 


The Victrola and Graphanola are important factors in the 
development of school music. Nearly every school owns an 
instrument together with a collection of records especially 
adapted to public school use. 


The secret of whatever success we have attained lies in the 
splendid co-operation of the teachers and helpful interest and 
enthusiasm of the principals, together with the hearty support 
of the School Committee and supervising officers.

Modern education is being gradually placed upon a psycho- 
logical basis and experiments are being carried on in the labora- 
tories of our greatest universities to prove to educators that cer- 
tain methods are right or wrong. One of the latest subjects 
to be considered 1s penmanship. 

Fortunately our pupils have been working along lines sug- 
gested by eminent psychologists. This is especially true of the 
work in the first primary grade where very little writing is done 
and that with large pencils and whole arm movement. 


The large writing and movement continue through the sec- 
ond year. Beginning with the third year the work 1s done with 
pen and ink and a forearm movement. This movement and 
greater speed are required during each succeeding year because 
circumstances and conditions no longer allow a person to write 
laboriously, slowly and imperfectly as was the custom in the 
past, but business and economy of time demand that when one 
writes it must be at a high rate of speed and as legibly as possible. 


A number of interesting grade meetings were held during 
the past year and some splendid lessons were given by the 
teachers of the Plunkett School. 


Twenty-six new teachers were given a series of lessons during 
the fall term and are now making great progress in teaching 
penmanship to their classes. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank vou and the grade teachers 
for the hearty co-operation you have given during the past year.

In the 
fifth grade we begin value and tone work in one color (charcoal 
gray) painting scales of gray from white to black, then applying 
them to landscapes, object drawing and designs, and in this 
way lay the foundation for painting in color which we take up in 
the sixth grade and the grades above. In the grades below the 
fifth tone and values are taught by the use of color crayons 
only, and by three tone scales, and applying those to all of their 
other work. 


The work in the High School, while being conducted under | 
difficulties of mixed grades and too, short periods, is making 
headway. The mechanical classes are doing very good work.

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KINDERGARTEN REPORT. 


Mr. Clair G. Persons, Superintendent of Schools: 


DEAR SIR: 


The year 1913 closed with the five public school kindergar- 
tens well attended and in good working condition. The fifth 
kindergarten opened Oct. 13th, in the new Crane building where 
it enjoys a large room with a small one opening from it. We 
were a little disappointed to find that the points of compass 
gave these rooms neither southern nor eastern exposure. The 
western sun finds only an empty room to greet it. A kinder- 
garten which is literally a child’s garden, needs the sunshine 
fully as much as a conservatory or an outdoor garden bed. 
May the wise architect of our next new building remember the 
kindergartens’ delight in the morning sun. 


Among our teachers, we have to report the resignation of 
Miss Marie Ritz, who has taken up something of settlement 
work in the South. Her place as director of the new Crane 
kindergarten was filled by Miss Gertrude Flaherty who stood 
next in length of service as assistant. The vacancy as assistant 
at the Redfield kindergarten was filled by Miss Florence Miller, 
a graduate of our city schools and also of Miss Wheelock's 
Kindergarten Training School; that at Mercer, by Miss Ruth 
Miller from Pratt Institute Kindergarten Department; that at 
Crane, by Miss Marion Sheehan, a graduaté of St. Joseph's 
Parochial School and also of their normal school kindergarten 
department in Chicopee. The vacancy left at Christmas time 
by the resignation of Miss Osborne to take a position in her 
home city, Holyoke, was filled by Miss Lila Foster of Miss 
Wheelock's Training School. 


The kindergartners have continued their efforts to connect 
the home and school life of the kindergarten children by calling: 
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upon the parents, planning Mothers’ meetings at the school 
and encouraging visits of the parents to the daily session. Each 
director plans Mothers’ Meetings as regular monthly events or 
as special occasions such as Churning Day, the Christmas Tree 
party or the last day of the term. All the other Kindergartners 
hold themselves ready to assist at any or all of these meetings. 
One union meeting was held at the Tucker Kindergarten in 
November which brought together mothers of different neigh- 
borhoods and teachers of all the grades in Tucker school. The 
speaker, Mr. Bennett, explained his method of self-government 
which was new to many in the audience and especially interest- 
ing because of the growing emphasis laid upon such work in all 
modern education. Some of the grade children gave the Salute 
to the Flag, which now includes the kindergarten children. 


At one of the regular monthly meetings at the Redfield 
kindergarten, Mrs. W. L. Adam spoke upon the subject; ‘‘The 
Kindergarten"; at another meeting, Miss Amanda Turner, one 
of Pittsfield's former kindergartners, told of her work one winter 
among the mountain people of Kentucky. 


Many parents have asked advice as to what the older chil- 
dren could make at home to satisfy their desire to give as well 
as to receive. Upon the kindergarten Christmas Tree, the 
only gifts and trimmings used are those made by the children 
themselves. There has been one exhibit of children’s work 
which they have made during the school year and one of little 
gifts suitable for children to make at home. 


The kindergarten lost this year one of its finest friends in the 
death of Miss Elizabeth Reeves. Many parents will recall her 
helpful talks and suggestions at the Mercer Mothers' Meetings. 
She believed firmly in the inherent goodness of all children. 
We are glad to have the memory of Miss Reeves optimism and 
bright interest in the advance of education to encourage us in 
our work, and we feel our thanks are due her niece, Miss Florence 
Pray, for bringing us into touch with her life. 


Statistics leave much to the imagination; but it may give 
a more definite idea of this work to state that in all, thirteen 
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such meetings have been held this year with an average attend- 
ance of twenty-six. The entire number of calls made totals 
371 and the number of visitors during the regular school sessions 
287. 


One great drawback to teaching in Pittsfield is the lack of 
opportunity which is given in a large city, for study towards a 
college degree, or for hearing lectures by famous people upon 
new ideas in the world. At one time we thought the North 
Adams Normal School might supply something for teachers; 
but they reply that their appropriation has been reduced so 
that they themselves are cut off from such things. Under 
these conditions, the Teachers’ Convention becomes a most 
important event where each one hopes to hear her own subject 
dwelt upon in new ways. This year the Primary grades com- 
bined with the kindergartners and we enjoyed hearing Mrs. 
Ada M. Locke of the Froebel League. 


Mrs. Locke is herself a very successful mother, kindergartner, 
connecting class and grade teacher so that all could listen to 
her and feel that she had experience as well as theory from 
which to draw. We were especially interested in her sketch of 
English, French, German and Italian education. She had just 
returned from abroad and while enthusiastic about her travels 
was yet convinced that in working out the problem of right 
living the United States 1s wonderfully free from the deadening 
superstition and the conservatism which holds back education 
in many European countries. Mrs. Locke urged upon us per- 
sonally the benefit of speaking some language besides our own. 
In this accomplishment, she said we are behind our educated 
neighbors on the continent who think little of speaking correctly 
several languages. 


We kindergartners hold regular fortnightly meetings for 
ourselves. Our aim is to stimulate the love of study and provide 
fresh interest and improvement in our daily work. We try to 
co-operate with similar efforts of other associations. We wish 
to make the kindergarten a factor to be counted upon in the 
schools' problem of giving every boy and girl in the city a chance 
to come into his rightful inheritance of knowledge. 
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For one series of meetings, we compiled much needed kinder- 
garten games and tried to eke out the scarcity with original 
ones. Our thanks are due to Mrs. Dorr for a pleasant after- 
noon she spent with us considering good books and to Mrs. 
Wilson, who told us of the work the D. A. R. is doing for the 
children. Again at Christmas time, Mrs. Wilson gave us a 
treat by reading stories to us who most truly appreciated being 
listeners. We have established working relationships with the 
Associated Charities, the Boys’ Club, the School Girls’ League 
‘and the Summer Playgrounds. Miss Gertrude Peaslee told 
us of the work of these two newer associations. 


Since September, we have been using these meetings as a 
musical club where each member prepared some good instru- 
mental selection to be played from memory. We have also 
been studying the kindergarten program, gathering new ideas 
from the 1913 graduates and original outlines from those more 
experienced. By this means, we work for unity throughout the 
_ kindergartens. 


Kindergarten work is planned for children from four to 
six years of age. We regret that so many parents see in it only 
a ‘‘day nursery" arrangement and send children for just a few 
months because they are not quite old enough for the grade. 
This child then fills a place which by right belongs to a younger 
child who is ready to enter and stay long enough to give kinder- 
garten training a chance. 


In conclusion, may we add a word about kindergarten 
rooms. The kindergarten has proved itself adaptable to the 
needs of the school even to giving up some of its most cherished 
traditions, such as its inordinate love of outdoor air for ventila- 
tion and its old-fashioned preference for soap and water for 
floors. In return for our strenuous efforts to be a harmonious 
part of the school, we enjoy finding ourselves counted in as a 
part in the new buildings. We believe in being thankful for 
what we receive; but we also feel as the little girl did about 
santa Claus; if the good Saint did not bring her the right 
things, it should not be for want of hearing what they were. 
So we would state that all kindergartners have a very deep 
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‘‘ prejudice" in favor of two rooms for a kindergarten. Any 
teacher will convince vou that two recitations cannot easily be 
carried on in the same room at the same time. All the more 
is it true with little children new to the schoolroom. With 
them repressed explanations and hushed movements often mean 
loss of self-expression and concealing of ideas. We need their 
words and acts to tell us what ideas the kindergarten material 
is suggesting to the children whom we are trying so hard to un- 
derstand and aid. If there is a doubt in anyone's mind, let him 
visit the one and the two room kindergartens in the city and 
draw his own conclusions. We would also mention our need for 
cupboards within reach of the children, so that we may live up 
to the New England precept—a place for everything and every- 
thing in its place.

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DOMESTIC SCIENCE REPORT. 


To Mr. C. G. Persons, Superintendent of Schools, 
DEAR SIR: 


The opening of the school year in September found a decided 
advancement in the educational work of the Pittsfield Schools— 
the starting of a department of Domestic Science. 


The eighth grade girls from the various schools in the city 
attend the cooking classes which are held in the school kitchen 
in the basement of the Plunkett School. The aim of the course 
1S: 


1. To teach cooking in a practical way—learning to do by 
doing. 


2. To cultivate neat habits, thereby impressing upon the 
girls the great necessity of cleanliness, regarding food supplies, 
care of the kitchen and personal habits. 


3. To develop confidence. 
4. To help them to help themselves. 


5. At the end of the course to have the girls thoroughly 
understand the general principles which underlie cookery pro- 
cesses. : 


From homework reports made out at each lesson we have 
learned of the needs of the pupils and have planned the lessons 
accordingly. Each class is taught the object to be attained 
and the best method of obtaining it. In September the arrange- 
ment, methods of work, care of food supplies and utensils was 
explained and are emphasized. Although some work in sanita- 
tion is accomplished at each lesson, once each week the kitchen 
received a thorough '*housecleaning," thus the girls are taught 
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to clean windows, cupboards, drawers, sinks, stoves, floors, 
woodwork and the cleaning of metals such as tin, nickel, brass, 
iron and silver. 


At each lesson a different girl is appointed to be the **house- 
keeper" or to ssume the responsibility of the entire kitchen, 
dining-room, refrigerator, and general supplies. In lessons in 
which the gas stove oven is used, the girls, in turn, take care of 
the range and in this manner are taught how to regulate the 
oven heat. When the course is completed each girl will have 
been housekeeper twice and will have had charge of the gas 
range once. 


During the year that has just closed the girls were taught 
canning, preserving, jelly-making, preparation of tea, coffee, 
cocoa, vegetables, cereals, soups, muffins, gingerbread, baking 
powder biscuits, puddings, griddle cakes, cake, fritters and 
doughnuts. Before the school year closes I have planned les- 
sons in the preparation of meats, eggs, fish, frozen puddings, 
salads, bread and invalid cookerv. A series of lessons are also 
planned for the cooking and serving of simple nourishing meals. 

In closing I wish to express my sincere thanks to you for the 
advice, support and co-operation you have given.
